Summary of Helos from the Far East, 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present P. and O. mail brings advices from this port to 
the 12th September, and we havo advices via San Francisco 
seventeen days later, viz., to the 29th September. Tho French 
mail from London, July 27, arrived out on the 11th Sept., 
the following P. and 0. mail of Aug. 3 was received on the 15th 


Sept., and the French mail of Aug. 10 arrived out on the 27th 
Sept. 

The papers by the present mail at last report the rebellion as 
atanend. The reporta were almost up to the last conflicting, 
but it appears that on the 24th Septeniber at dawn a anune? 
neous attack was made by the whole of the Imperial fo who, 
as previously stated, had completely surrounded the rebels, and 
in Recs thau an hour's time the small band of rebels was totally 
overpowered and either killed or made prisoners of war, Saigo, 
Kirino and Murata (by other accounts Beppu), were among the 
fallen. Saigo’s head was, however, missing, and the principal 
meaue of identification thus wanting, there were hopes that the 
body that was declared to be Saigo’s was not in reality his, and 
that he had again escaped, while on the other hand there 
was nothing improbable in the supposition that one of his 
faithful retainers had after his fall cut off his head to save 
it from the ignominy of falling mto the hands of the 
enemy. Uitinately, however, there seemed no doubt as to his 
having fallen; and there was no question that the Satsuma 
rebellion was, after seven mouths’ hard struygle, hopelessly 
crushed. From this to conclude that the Empire will at once 
settle down to universal peace would perhaps be over sanguine; 
Kochi is in a state of disquiet, that any day may result in an 
outbreak ; the farmers in some places have aysin ussumed a 
threutening attitude, and as none of the causes of the wide. 
spread dissatisfaction with the present Goverument have 
been removed, it can scarcely be hoped that «ll «attempts 
to overthrow the present ministry will at once cease. Much, 
however, must depend on the use which the Government shall 
make of its victory. There is now such an almost universal 
feeling throughout the country in favour of popular representa- 
tion that any further attempt to crush it would probably only 
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result in future troubles. Should, however, the present Ministers 
make use of their hour of victory to relax the bonds which now 
bind the people, to lay the fonudation of liberty of the press, and 
to give the populace some share, however slight, in the govera- 
ment of the country, the late outbreak—much as it is to be de- 
plored—will have worked for good, and the blood and treasure 
apent in its suppression will not have been wasted. 

Cholera has made its appearance, and was causing some alarm. 
‘The foreign Consuls met to concert measures, and it was expected 
that some of the medical men would be requested to act as a 
Board of Health. The lower parts of the settlement were to be 
inspected and domiciliary visits made, The patients up to the 
time of the mail’s leaving had been exclusively native, 

A gentleman signing himself “ H. A.” writes to one of the 
Yokohama papers and states that he was detained as a prisoner 
at Vladivostock for five days on a false charge of having pub- 
licly threatened to box a Kisssian officer's ears, 

Commenting upon the advent of cholera, the Japan Herald 
gays :— 

“Official information has been given by the Japanese au- 
thorities of, we regret to say, the existence of cholera in Yo- 
kohama ; thongh from whence the disease has arrived does nct | 
appear, nor is it of any very material consequence to be known. 
According to the Kencho, out _of fifteen cases amongst the na- 
tives, ten have proved fatal. It has shown itself in Tobe-machi, 
near the gas works ; in Miagaki-cho, just over the iron bridge ; 
in Ishikawa, and in Takishima-cho. In the more violent cases 
death has resulted in six hours from the commencement of the 
attack ; in other cas iter twenty-four hours, ‘There has been 
as yet no case in the European settlement, either in town or on 
the Bluff. Medical men concur in opinion that there is scarcely 
any reason to doubt that it is really cholera that we have got to 
cope with, and it hehoves every one, therefore,—whilst avoiding 
as far as may be the depressing and debilitating effects of alarm 
—to take such precautions as the advanced state of sanitary 

i i inst the spread of this dire disease. Dr. Eld- 
ridge has obligingly sent for publication such domestic hints as 
it will be both possible and prudent to act on to avoid risk, and 
to impose checks ‘upon the spread of the complaint. At some of 
the outports of China we have learnt from the newspapers that 
there have been a number of fatal cases of Asiatic cholera; 
ut happily they have not been very numerous, nor does the 
disease, in spite of the existence of famine favourable to its pro- 
pagation, appear as yet to be apread over any considerable area, 
and we may hope that both in China and Japan it may soon be 
stamped out, 

From the above-named paper we also take the following :— 

Aceoriling to the Choya Shimbun a great conspiracy has been 
discovered in Koebi den, and documents have been seized cou- 
taining the names of 6,000 of the members. 

The Mikado, who was to have inspected some troops, has been 
prevented doing so by indisposition. 

The funeral of the late Imperial Princess, Seikanin-no-Miya, 
the widow of the Shogun Tyemochi, who died in 1866, took place 
on _the 13th inst. with great pomp. 

The Government has issued a notice fixing the rate of legal 
interest at six per cent.

arge exports of rice are takiug place from this port to the

Our columns have contained the translation of a new law, 
issued by the Prime Minister of Japan, by which the amount of 
interest that a creditor shall in future be allowed to charge for 
money lent has been fixed. ‘This piece of legislation is rather 
of a disappointing nature to those who fondly hoped that the 
Japanese Government, in making new laws for the people, 
would protit by Western experience and science. The notion 
that a Governinent can any more regulate the price of money 
than it can regulate the price of any other commotity in which 
men trade is now quite exploded in every community of think- 
ing men, aud usury laws are uow counted among the ignorant 
absurdities of the past, and where not actually repealed they have 
become obsolete. ‘They have always been and will always be 
evaded, aud their effect’ has invariably been exactly the opposite 
of the one that was intended ; they make money scarcer and dearer 
for those who are in want of it, the inevitable result whenever 
artificial impediments are thrown in the way of free trade. 
The Japanese Government has a staff of foreign advisers, it has 
at hand foreign professors in political economy attached to the 
Tokio University, and itis therefore not to be presumed that 
the law referred w has been issued in ignorance of trae econo- 
mical principles ; it is a fresh instance of that irrepressible med- 
dlesomeness that is inherent in all despotic governments, and 
which, under the pretext of guiding the people and_ protecting 
their interests, hampers, and cripples the objects of its paternal 
care. Money is a coumodity which, like everything else of

Issued in June, 10th year of Meiji, Circulating 
Money within this jurisdiction,” and on the back, “Those who 
counterfeit this money will surely be punished according to- 
martial law.” “The limit of circulation is three years.” “It is 

rmitted to use this paper money for any payment of taxes.” 
There are also three stamps. which it is, however, impossible to- 
decipher. The note in question appears to have undergone con- 
siderable wear and tear, as in addition to several of the stamps 
being semi-obliterated, the note itself is very much frayed and 
worn at the edges, and nearly split in half. 

The Nobles’ Bank in Tokio is r:ther an amusing institution in 
the way it is conducted. Its managers seem to be under the 
idea that proper banking consists in locking up nearly the whole 
of a bank’s capital in one or two investments. The Nobles’ Bank 
has lent nearly the whole of its entire funds after this fashion, —fif- 
teen miilion yen to the Government, and two million yen to the 
Imperial Household, without security ; which about disposes of 
nearly all it had. What there is, under these circumstances, for 
its numerous staff of clerks to do, is rather a mystery. The 
noble proprietors of this bank must be happy innocents in finance ;. 
but in time it is to be presumed that, in proportion as they will 
probably one day discover they have lost their money, they will 
have acquired a corresponding experience, which will then have 
cost them dear. A bank was quite a misnomer for such an 
institution, and as euch it might shut up. According to a long 
article which was translated from the Vicki Nichi Shimbun the 
other day, this National Bank is not made to conform to the 
rules which the other National Banks are under obligation to 
observe. 

‘An ambassador to Korea, Mr. Hanabusu, left this on the 
26th Sept. en route for that country. 

The National Exhibition is stil. open, and commands a con- 
siderable amount of interest, both amongst natives and fo- 
reigners, 

In view of the depressed state of affairs, and the losses sus- 
tained by the original land-renters, the Japanese Government 
agreed to reduce the aunual ground rent in Tsoki 
With a view of introducing the cultivation of foreign vege- 
panese farmers and people to a greater 
hitherto been done, aud to enable them to study 
their growth, &c., the Government has established a nursery, 
garden, called Yukusli-jo, at Mita, Tokio, in which all sorts of 
European seeds are to be planted as an experiment. 

The war now being ended, the Mitsu Bishi 8. S. Company has 
received orders from the Government to send down steamers to 
remove the troops, policemen, and munitions of war from Kiushiu, 
and to distribute them where ordered. 


HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

The Hiogo News correspondent writes :— 

‘The congregation attending the place of worship belonging to 
the Church of England Mission on Lot No. 3 having outgrown 
the very modest accommodation of the original building, the 
latter was removed bodily across the road to Lot 4, where it 
will in future probably do duty for a school-house. A much 
and handsomer edifice has since been erected upon the 
al site, and the opening service, in Japanese, was held on 
day, the 23rd August ; and on the evening of the follow- 
unday the first service in English was celebrated, at which, 
considering the reduced numbers of our foreign community, 
there was a very fair attendance. On both occasions the Rev. 
CG. F. Warren, assisted by his colleague, the Rev. H. Evington, 
officiated. 

‘The new building, althongh apparently of inexpensive con- 
struction, neat and unpretending, is yet, in its simple decorations, 
in the best of good taste. ‘The walls, of a light sage green, 
harmonise admirably with the neat unstained hinoki benches, 
as also do the Aiki pulpit and altar furniture. The p 
windows are filled chiefly with plain ground glass, relieve: 
coloured panes at the top. Behind the altar are two smaller 
lights, filled in wholly with coloured glass, the ground yellow 
glass of the lower one being particularly effective. There is a 
neat Gothie font of granite. For heating purposes earthenware 
pipes are carried under the floor ; these will afterwards co 
municate with a furnace to be built outside. The building, as 
at present arrangeil, will seat about one hundred people, but cam 
rewlily be made to hold fifty more. 

The exterior dimensions of the new church are as follows :— 
Length, 46 feet ; width, 24 feet ; height to ridge of roof, 27 feet. 
From the length of the building some nine feet or so are taken 
off for a small room, at the back of the altar, which can be used 
a3 a achool-room,

‘The rains have been withheld and the streams are low—the san 
is hot in the middle of the day, while the nights are cold ; all 
these are conditions not favourable to good health. Add the 
want of suitable food on the part of many, and the wonder is 
that so few die. 


CHEFUO. 

The correspondent of the Celvstial Empire says :— 

Our summer is virtually over, and the prevailing breezes being 
easterly, our evenings expecially are most deliciously cool ; in 
fact, blankets have been in requisition for at least a mouth, and 
at night the thermometer occasiunally descends to 60 deg. Al- 
though the season has been a dull one, on account of the “ scare” 
to which the usual visitors surrendered themselves, when the 
absurd reports anent the famine fever got abroad last spring, 
the current month bids fair to be a solatium to mine host of the 
Hotel-sur-mer, Numerous distinguished strangers daily pro- 
menade the beach, giving to Chefoo that air of a fashionable re- 
sort which is its distinguishing characteristic, and those who 
have come seeking res ativan and health will doubtless 
benefit immensely by their visit. 

‘The Races, which constitute the pleasantest deviation from the 
monotony and routine of the general programme, come off next 
week. ‘The inducements otfered by Shanghai and Tientsin turf 
men, when the Autumn Meeting was decided on, have been 
disappointing in the extreme, and the promised entries from 
those ports not having arrived, the forthcoming competition 
assumes, as of yore, the aspects of a civil war. The number of 
ponies is limited, and only about a dozen will participate in the 
events—only four stables being represented. As usual, the merits 
of the different steeds are kept profoundly dark, and it would 
take a very sage observer to dare to hazard a tip.

TIENTSIN. 

The Shanghai Courier’s correspondent, writing under date of 
the 8th Sept., says 

A rain fell on the evening and night of the 28th Aug., which, 
though too late to be of any service to this year’s crops, is bene- 
ficial to the autumn wheat. 

Two persons were executed outside the west gate on the 6th. 
One of them was a constable, and the other had been headman 
of a certain quarter, The former had incarcerated an innocent 
man, causing his death, thrusting him into the jail, unknown to 
the mandarin, The mother, wife, and sister of one of the crimi- 
nals followed him to the place of execution, to take the body ; 
and finding it headless, began to revile the magistrates, and 
went from yamen to yamen demanding it, cursing the powers 
that be as they went. They were, however, obliged to content. 
themselves with the headloss trunk, as the remainder of the body 
was wanted as an example to evil doers in the place where the 
crime was commit! 

The Chib-hsien of Tientsin has been recently promoted to be 
Chib-chou of Yu-chen, a mountain city on the borders of Chihli, 
and due west of Peking. This man has been twice Chib-hsien 
of this city. The first time he enjoyed an excellent reputation, 
which, singularly enouch, he has lost entirely on his second term. 

Mr. Mongan, H.B.M. Consul, who has been identified with 
this port as Consul, almost since the port was opened, has 
received leave of absence for a year, and leaves for England in a 
mouth or 80. His successor is reported to be Mr. Forrest. 

Mr. Seward, U.S. Minister, and Hon. J. L. Cadwallader, 
arrived on the 7th per Haiting, and after calling on the Viceroy, 
lett the next day for Peking.

The Duily News correspondent states that the above port was 
visited by a heavy thunderstorm, which broke immedi 
there on the 6th September, of fire, shot from the inky 
clouds, struck the Harbour-mast house, shattering the chim- 
ney, and loosening the brick-work from roof to base.

the enormous number of passengers carried, and the great revenue 
annually earned by the railway companies—will seem alist fic- 
titious Uo toe Celestial mind. “But the facts that the little Woo- 
sung Railway has already carried 161,331 passengers, and that in- 
stead of injuring ithas ratherincreased the trattic of other wheeled 
vehicles, will come home to it more clearly, and will tend to show 
the error of the argument so often put forward, that railways 
will not suit China because they will upset other industries. 
The experience of England, on the contrary, is, that they infinite ly 
stimulate other employments of: what kind soever ; and the e4- 
perience of the Wousuny Railway, ao far, has been to the sume 
efiect. Yet, as is pointed out, this has not had a fair chance to 
prove its capabilities either by developing traffic or of earning 
revenue. It has been debarred from carrying goods altogether ; 
and that it should have succeeded in paying its way aud even 
earning a small profit out of passenger trattic alone, speaks 
wonders in its favour. It is certainly encouraging to tind 90 
sound a view of the subject in a Chinese paper. : 

Some didficulty has occurred with reference to the erection of 
the Margary Memorial. It appears that the Municipal Council 
have raised au objection to the proposed site on the grounds that 
it would encroach on the road and be an obstruction to the traffie 
at the corner of the Souchow-road and the Bund.

From the above-named paper we take the following :— 

The news of the death of Mr. Thomas Dick will be learned by 
foreign residents in China with universal regret. During his 
long service as Commissioner of Customs at various ports Mr. 
Dick earned the esteem and regard of all who came in contact 
with him, either officially or in private life. The immediate 
cause of death was, we understand, abscess of the liver, brought 
on by a fever caught during his short stay at the new port of 
Tchang. Failing to derive the hoped-for benefit from his visit to 
Chefoo, his recovery has for some time been regarded as almost 
hopeless. His death, at the early age of thirty-eight, is the more 

that he had, we believe, made arrangements to retire 
altogether next year from the service and return to Europe. In 
him the Chinese Government lose an able officer, and those who 
knew him a valued friend. 

Some hitch is said to have occurred in regard to the new 
Chinese loan, which rumour connects with the rate of exchange. 
It is said that the Peking Government decline to be bothered 
with exchange, which they do not understand, and borrow only 
so many million taels ; giving the Hang-chow banker Woo a 
rate of interest which enables him to take the risk of the ex- 
change, and leaving him to fix the rate of repayment with the 
Bank. But the Bank wants the rate fixed and recognised by 
the Gevernment. We repeat, however, that we are only re- 
peating current rumour, and cannot in any way vouch for its 
accuracy. 

‘The British schooner Airlie, while on passage to Hakodadi, on 
the 6th of August last, found in lat. 36° N., and long. 131° E., 
the lower half of a camphor-wood chest of drawers, containing 
shirts and collars, &e. One of the shirts was marked “J. 
Watts,” and some of the collars were stamped “Watson and 
Co., Shanghai.” The captain took all the articles forward with 
hit, and on arriving at Hakodadi handed them over to the Bri- 
tish Consul there. There is reason to believe that the wreckage 
belongs to the missing barque Haglet, and, we understand, it is 
to be sent for from Hakodadi, with the view to see whether it 
can be identified by the agents here. The Airlie, on her return 
passage, picked up twelve Japanese sailors from a water-logved 
juuk, in the Japanese sea,and brought them to Shanghai. They 
were handed over to the Japanese Consul, 

A case of suicide, coloured with a spice of romance, occurred 
in Honkewa few 0. AChinese woman, it appears, died 
suddenly. In the same house resided an old Bombay man, or 
Bengalee, well-known in the locality. He took the woman's 
death so deeply to heart that he swallowed a quantity of opium, 
in the hope of rejoining her in “the land of the hereafter.” It 
‘was sume time afterwards ascertained what he had done, and be 
was removed to the Shantung-road Hospital ; but too late, for he 
died there soon after his arrival. 

















HONG KONG. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 22nd September ; the French 
mail from London, Aug. 10, arrived out on the 18th September, 
and the following P. and O. mail of August 17 was received on 
the 21st September. 

‘The questions of the treatment of Chinese prisoners and the 
aulministration of the flogying have been discussed at the meet- 
ing of the Legislative Council which took place on the 17th 
September. At that meeting his Excellency the Governor laid 
upon the table some correspondence on Prison Discipline in the 
colouy, aud made a speech of an hour's duration on the same 
subject. He pointed out that the first despatch was one from 
Lord Carnarvon, dated the 20th June, 1877,in which the noble 
lord instructed bim to review the whole question of prison dis- 
cipline in Hong Kong, and to make proposals for placing 
the system on _a sound basis in future. The first despatch 
written by his Excellency was dated the 13th June, 80 that Lord 
Carnarvon’s despatch must have had reference to something 
prior. Sir Arthur Kennedy, writing towards the close 
of last year, had reported @ serious increase of crime, 
which was borne out by the returns. In 1874 the total 
pumber of serious offences was 1,165; in 1875, 1,395; and 
in 1876, 1,485. The annual average of serious crimes from the 
year 1867 to the year 1871 was 1,313, and from 1871 to 1876, 
1,301 ; while the annual average of offences of all kinds during 
tue latterfive years was 7,124 as against 5,718 in the tormerperiod. 
There had alxo been a remarkable increase in the number of 
prison offences. In 1874 the number was 426 ; in 1875, 1,085 5 
and in 1876, 2,726. ‘The number of cases before the Police 
Mavistrates in 1876 was over 10,00:, and the number of peraons 
couvicted over 7,900. He ventured to assert that such a state 
of the criminal population and such an extraordinary growth of 
prison offences was without parallel in the British empire. ‘The 
system of prison discipline, joined to efficiency in the a i 
tration of justice, is the great engine the Goverument is bound 
to use to Tepress crime and reduce the number of criminals. 
























in these words:—“Owing to the peculiar circumstances of 
this colony, and the fact that by far the larger portion of the 
criminals confined in the jail are Chinese, whose lan; eis but 
little known to those who have ch: of them, whose c ers. 
and dispositions are imperfectly understood. and of whose pre- 
vious history and lives it is almost impossible to obtain any 
knowledge, any attempt to cultivate their higher faculties and 
to improve their moral condition ecoms hopeless.” Now, that 
was a very grave sentence for the committee to write, In 
every part of the British Empire Her Majesty's Government 
have laid down what the Government believe to be sound. 
principles of prison discipline, namely, that it should consist of 
a due mixture of severity combined with efforts for amendment. 
It was alsoa rule laid down that a prisoner should undergo at least 
two-thirds of his sentence before being released, but in January 
last no less than fifty prisoners were branded and deported from 
Hong Kong, having served only one-third of their sentences, and 
some of them had been sentenced to eight years’ penal servitude, 
and some only to three months’ hard labour ; but they were all 
treated in the same way, irrespective of whether their conduct in 
jail had been good or is Excellency animadverted on 
the system of passing repeated short sentences on old offenders, 
and went on to advocate the employment of Chinese turnkeys in 
the jail, the employment of Chinese in the Police Force having 
proved successful. He cited the Colonel-Surgeon’s opinion as to 
the danger of flogging Orientals on the back with the cat, conges- 
tion of the lungs generally following the infliction of the punish- 
ment, and said the only flogging he could permit was the 
same as carried out in India on Orientals. le had approved 
of something over twenty floggings of this description, on 
the recommendation of the jail authorities. He said it with 
regret, and referred to his Governments in Labuan and the 
Bahamas, where not a single lash was applied during his admi- 
nistration, and where crime had diminished, as examples of the 
advisability of not flogging criminals. He also advocated giving 
the prisoners useful labour to perform, and letting them under- 
stand that upon the manner in which they conducted themselves 
depended their release from jail before the expiration of their 
sentences. He alluded to the fact of a number of Chinese pri- 
soners sleeping in the same cell, with only an allowance of 190 
cubic feet of air to each, and suguested the adoption of the sepa- 
rate system. which would probably eotail some expense. He 
also questioned the policy of branding and deporting prisoners, 
and intimated his intention of submitting certain measures on 
the subject to the Council on an early day. 
At the same meeting of Council the subject of the Praya was 
brought forward, when it was explained that the reconstruction 
was delayed through the Colonial Government having sent out 
a plan for the work, prepared by Sir James Coote ; this plan 
appears to have been prepared uuder a misconception of the cir- 
cumstances of the place, and has been returned with the expres- 
sion of a hope that the Surveyor (ieneral’s scheme may be aanc- 
tioned at once. An important despatch from Earl Derby with 
reference to the status of naturalised British subjects of Chinese 
descent has been published in the local Gazette. It sets forth 
that under the Naturalisation Act of 1870 such persons are not 
entitled to British protection in China, even if naturalised in 
England, unless by their naturalisation they have ceased to be 
Chinese subjects, and that the same rule applies with still greater 
force to Chinese naturalised in the colonies, since colpaial nates 
ralisation only operates within the limits of the colony which 
rants the uaturalisation, With regard to Chinese who are 
ritish subjects by birth, they can only claim British protection 
in China when they have complied with the regulations laid 
down iu Sir R. Alcock’s Circular of October 7, 1868, 

Complaints are again made of the squerzes levied on the trade 
of the Colony by means of the two Chinese Customs stations at 
Capsingmoon and Cheung Chow. These were originally erected 
specially for the purpose of collecting opium duty from cargo- 
boats passing the stations, Now it is complained duties are 
being levied on other articles, such as cotton piece goods and 
provisions, This has already had the effect of causing the dis- 
continuance of two trading junks hitherto plying between here 
and Heung Shan, and is a matter calling for official investiga- 
tion, as great injury cannot fail to be inflicted on the trade of 
the colony by thus putting obstacles in the way of the circula- 
tion of goods. 

Amoug the passengers by the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany’s steamer City of Tokio, which left ou the 20th Sept., was 
Mr. D. H. Bailey, the United States Consul. Mr. Bailey has gone 
home on leave of absence, and will probably be appointed to 
some diplomatic post in Europe. 

The China Mail says that there is a_ strong flavour of theffold

diate nse in case of need. If this species of annoyance continues,

He took the opportunity to rob his master of his 
money, amounting to $500, and other things. __ It is needless to 
say that he has made himself scarce, and the police are after bim, 

The above paper has the following :—The compradore of 
Mesers. Jardiue, Matheson and Co., at Foochow, has been re- 
leased. His apprehension was, it understands, in connection 
with the failure of a contract for the loan of several million 
dollars by the Chinese Government in 1874, and the unfortunate 
compradore was thought to have contributed to its failure, 
and the consequent dispute that ensued between Messrs. Jar- 
dine, Matheson and Co., and the Chinese Government.

‘The news from Samalangan is of a very favourable nature for 
the Dutch. The successes of their troops, which we reported in 
our last issues, have had decisive results. The Rajah of Sama- 
langan has oftered his submission, and sworn on the Koran to 
adhere to the terms stipulated by the Dutch Government. 
Merdoe, adjacent to Samalangan, has also submitted, 0 that now 
every State of any importauce ou the north, west, and east coat 
has ‘acknowledged Netherlands supremacy. It is true that 
Gighen, one of the first States to submit, is again blockaded, 
owing to the duplicity of the Rajah in his dealings with the 
Dutch authorities ; but we believe this is the only instance of 
the kind. It is the general opinion that the chief task of the 
military is now accomplished, and that it remains with the civil 
authorities to cement their relations with the Atchinese. In 
the meantime pretty strong garrisona will be kept at several 
places, but we are informed that « portion of the land and naval 
forces are about to be withdrawn. 











STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE, 

The present P. and O, mail brings advices from this port to 
the 29th September ; the P. and O. mail from London Ang. 31, 
was received on the 29th September. We take the following 
items of intelligence from the Straits Times :— 


At the meeting of the Council the Water Rate Bill and Pri- 
soners’ Bill were read a second time. A rule or order of the 
Supreme Court, having for its object to facilitate the transaction 
of business on the Summary Side of the Court, was submitted 
and reserved for further consideration. The Auditor-General’s 
financial statements for 1876 were laid on the table, and a Final 
Supply Bill for 1876 was read a first time. The Estimates for 
1878, published the previous day in a Gazette Excruordinary, 
were luid on the table, and the Supply Bill for 1878 was read a 
first time ; and, finally, Mr. MacArthur gave notice of a queation 
at next meeting as to the constitution of the Courts of Justice in 
Perak and other Native States, and whether Government would 
furnish a record of their proceedings during the first quarter of 
the current year. 


The Auditor General, in hia Financial Report for 1876, gives 
the revenue for the year as $1,659,036 (estimated at $1,466,375); 
the expenditure as $1,499,051 (estimated at $1,467,658); and the 
Credit Balance uf the Colony on Ist January, 1877, as $406,802. 
Bat this balance is more than locked up, and unavailable, in an 
asset under the heading of Native States, amounting to $580,111, 
three-fourths of which is of doubtful recovery, and that amount 
has since been increased. 


In introducing the Supply Bill for 1878 the Colonial Secretary 
made an interesting speech, in which he took occasion to give 
information on a variety of topics of public interest, but which 
presoots of other matter has prevented our criticising. Mr. 

ugias took a cheerful view of the financial position of the 





Colony and also of the Native States, even of Perak, notwith- 
standing this Colony has had to advance to that State over 
$50,000 during the first half of the current year, and it has paid 
no interest on previous advances, 


The financial situation of the Colony may be considered highly 
satisfactory, so far as the revenue is concerned. The estimated 
revenue for the current year was $1,632,944. The revenue for 
the first eight months of the year shows an increase of $23,500 
over the sume period in 1876, and itis confidently expectad that 
the actual revenue of the year will not be under $1,700,000. 

‘The revenue for 1878 is estimated at $1,636,934, and the ex- 
penditure at $1,604,977. The revenue is palpably under-esti- 
mated, and the expenditure is the largest est:mate ever contem- 
plated, except in 1874, when the Surplus Fund was drawn upon 
for extraordinary public works. It is larger by $100,000 than 
the expenditure for 1875, when nearly $300,000 was xpent of 
surplus funds, and it exceeds by £440,000 the expenditure of 
1869. If, therefore, the revenue of the Colony is flourishing, 
the expenditure is no less so, and it would be hard to say what. 
benefit the Colony derives from the large increase in its expen- 
diture. Is there, for example, greater efficiency in the public 
service, or, let us say, in the administration of justice ? For one 
thing, there is a lamentable lack of permanency in the -public 
service, from the never-ending changes that are continuously 
made in appointments, as every Gazette shows. 

There is no particular news with regard to the Native States. 
Extracts from diaries kept by the residents of Salangore and 
Sunghie Ujong have been furnished by Government. This 

ublication of information from the Kative States cannot 

ut have a beneficial effect. It will be seen that the present 
high price of rice and the low price of tin, their staple export, 
combine to have a most injurious effect on the prosperity and 
progress of these States. With regard to Muar aud the Maha- 
rajah of Johore not asyllable of information has been vouch- 
safed in the Legislative Council, in explanation of the Govern- 
ment’s action in the matter of the succession to Sultan Ali. The 
natural inference is that it will bear neither defence nor discus- 
sion, but it is probable some unofficial member of Council will 
endeavour to elicit the facts of the case. 

Tanku Mahmood, it may be noted, Sultan Ali’s youngest son, 
has been placed in the Raffles’ Institution to be educated. The 
eldest son and heir is left to shift for himself and family as best 
he may.

Growler, which had grounded there, but floated off 
before the arrival of the Charybdis. 

Mr. J. C. Mitchell, the Deputy Registrar of the Supreme 
Court, left for Saigon, by the MM steamer Aa, to give evidence 
in the trial of P. J. Modelly, late a clerk in the Supreme Court 
here, who is charged with detranding the Treasury by affixing 
stamps of Jess value than the amount paid him for plaint notes, 
and misappropriating the difference. ‘The Colonial Government 
here applied to the French Government of Cochin China for his 
rendition, but the application has been refused on the ground 
that he is a French subject. 

Captain Darke, of the Ban Fong Seng, was presented with a 
set of tea and coffee service by direction of H.E. Administrator, 
as well as with the thanks of H.M. Government, by order of 
the Secretary of State, for rescuing a portion of the crew of the 
steamer Eastern Isles, in December last, from the East Coast of 
the Malay Peninsula. : 

Some time last year Mr. Adamson moved in the Council 
that the dredging and deepening of Singapore river was a ques- 
tion that required the attention of Government. The conse- 
quence, it is said, has been that a wonderful plan has been sub- 
mitted by Government to the Chamber of Commerce for making 
two channels in the river by erecting buildings in the centre of 
the bay formed by the river inside its mouth. It is, of course, 
to cost a lot of money, or it would not be a Government proposal.

Cottons : Settlements of Grey Shirtings are rather smaller, and prices 
appear to be somewhat weak at the close, A fair demand exists for 
Chintz, and a further improvement may be noticed in Turkey Reds. 
Black Velvet are again weaker, and Victoria Lawns are almost unsale- 
able. Woollens and Worsteds: Black Lastings contique firm, and 
there ia a better feeling in Figured Orleans, whilst, Black Orleans are in 
less demand. Considerable sales of Checked and Striped Lustres are 
reported at the low prices current.” Deliveries of Mousselines de Luine 
are larger, at somewhat lower rates for Plain Goods, Figured and 
Printed being slightly higher. A fair business has been done in Union 
and Pilot Cloth and in Blanketa. Iron of all descriptions is dull.

Spanish Stripes Tis. 0.564 per yard, HH assortments, Metals : There 
had been nothing done in Iron. Lead had beon sold at Tis. 5.45 to 
5.474 for LB, Coals : There had been a downward movement in the 
market for all descriptions, and the inquiry was languid.

Operations had been mostly contined to 
low grades, for which liberal prices had been paid, far higher, some 
consiclered, than the slight recovery on the New York Tea market 
nunted, considering the depreciation in quality which bad been more 
than usually early this present season. Arrivals having been limited, 
stocks on hand were not much over 11,000 piculs. Hates cloned as 
under, teas from gvod medium downwards showing an advance of about 
$1.50 to $2.00 per pi Common, $9.00 to 13,00; good common, 
$14.00 to 15.00; medium, $16.00 to 18.00 ; good medium, $19.00 to

Shij 
Ments on native account 13,227 chesta. Prices puid had been :— 
Ovnfaas and Oonaws, common to fair, 84d. to Is. O4d. per Ib.; Seang- 
tam, 74d. per Ib.; Uopacks, common to fair, 8¥d. to 1s. Od. ‘The 
Celestial Empire says :—The market has been checked by the continued 
depression at home for low coat tens, and the uncertainty as to the 
total yield ; but teamen, who have lately been shipping to Shanghai, 
Without offering their teas at Hankow, would now be glad to accept a 
considerable reduction on the spot. As will be seen below, the total 
arrivals to date are more than 6,000,0001bs, below last year's, while the 
export only shows a deficiency of 3,000,C00lbs. 

SHANGHAT.—Black : There bad been a moderate business done during 
the week, settlementa being :— Oopack, 1,000 chests at Ths. 14 to19; 
Oaufa, 1,000 chests at ‘T's. 12 to J6z ; Oonam, 1,000 chests at Tle. 104 
to 12; Ningchow, 2,000 chests at ‘lls, 14 to 424; Hohow, 1,000 chests 
at ls. 11 to 22; total, 6,000 cheats, against 16,000 chests in the corre- 
sponding week last season. The Celestial Empire exys:—This si 
business is distributed amongst no less than fifteen buyers, showing 
tha: if teatnen give way in prioe our stock will be quickly shipped off. 
On comparing prices with those of the previous week we tind a rise of 
five per cent. in commonest and finest ceas and a decline of fully ten per 
cent, in allthe grades between, A marked feature has been the competition 
for teas for America, to which the rise in this class is chietly due. That 
this rise is atfecting the future supply is plainly evident, but wo think 
notwithstanding that the present deficiency of about 5,000,000 lbs. 
will be maintained to the close of the season. The arrivals during the 
Week have slightly exceeded the sules and the unavld stock is increased 
to 28,000 chests. Green: There had been a moderate business during 
the week, settlements being :—Teenkai, 1,000 half-chests at Tls. 25 to 
254; Moyune, 1,000 half-chcsts at Tis. 25 to 31; Fychow, 1,000 lalf- 
chests at Tis. 19 to 21; Pingsuey, 7,000 half-chests at Tis. 12 to 30; 
total 10,000 balf-chests, agaiust 12,000 half-chests in the same week 
last year. There had been a small but steady business doing in 
sueys, the demand for country teas being alinost nil. The few settle- 
meuts of the latter show ‘Ils, 1 to 2 decline, prices for the former 
being unchanged. Pingsueys had attracted by their appearance and 
cheapness, while the bulk of the country teas are wanting in both 
liquor and style. The very few really choice Moyunes as yet received 
had been sold readily at Tis. 29 to 31, but inferior chops are offering at 
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that home valuations average nearly Tis. 5 per picul all round below 
China cost, and that our export to America is more than double last 
year's, a further heavy fall here seems inevitable. The total export of 
new season's tea to America from all Chinaand Japan is 17,000,00ulba, 
against 13,000,000lbs. at the same date lust year. 

Fooctow.—Messrs. Westall, Galton und Co.'s Weekly Letter of 15th 
September, says :—Althongh buying during the past week has not been 
at ull general, still the total shows a larger business than last reported, 
18,284 chests of Congou having changed hands. It is rumoured, that 
further extensive purchases are in course of settlement. Arrivals and. 
settlements during the week are :—Arrivel : Congou, 14,400 chests ; 
Souchong, 1,200 chests ; Oolong, 500 half-chests ; Flowery Pekoe, 200 
chests ; Scented Teas, 5,000 boxes.

Scented Teas : One chup of 2,000 boxes of finest has been taken at 
‘Ts. 36 short, being an extreme price, ‘The balance of the settlements 
have been of Teas of puor quality, at the high rates last quoted. 
Quotations are :—Congon, medium 1s. 24d. to Is. 4d.; flavoury to 
mediutn, 114d. to 1s.

Axoy.—Messra. Olyphant and Co's. Circular says :—Settlements of 
Fornsa Oolongs during the interval amount to some 11,000 half-cheste, 
at a further decline of about $2 per picul. Stocks continue heavy and 
a large autumn crop is looked for. Holders evinee more anxiety to 
realize and at the close rates are weak. We quote good cargo, duty 
paid, $22 to 23; superior, $24 to 27; fino, $28 to 30 ; finest, $32 to 
34; and choice, $36 to 33. Amoy Oolongs have been in good request 
‘at & nominal decline of about $1, compensated for by some falling off 
in quality. We quote :—Common, 814; goul, $18 to 19; superior, 820 
to 21; and fine, $22 to 24 short price. 

Caxton.—Messrs. Deacon and Co.’s Report. says :—There has been 
rather more activity in our market, and a fair business has resulted. 
Congous; One small parcel is reported settled at former rates, Common. 
‘Teas have been in detnand in Macao, and a fair amount of shipments 
have been made thence. Scented Teas : In the first week of the past 
fortnight buyers showed little disposition to operate, but latterly more 
desire has been displayed, though business bas not been general. 
Medium Capers have been chiefly in demand at a decline of Tle, $ to 15 
common grades have also been inquired for, and teamen have been able 
to obtain full prices for these Teas ; fine and finest Teas have only 
found buyers to a small extent, and prices for these are unaltered. 
Fourth crop Teas are now arriving in come quantity; the quality of 
the leaf appears to be fair. Pekoes have been dealt in to a moderate 
extent ; “short leaf” Teas form the bulk of the settlements, and they 
have been taken at full rates; prices for theso have ruled from 
Tis, 13 to 16, and for “long leaf” Teas from Ts.

19.—Business fallen off After the date 
of last report, a further advance of $30 to 40 per picul was paid for 
several parcels, but rates could not be maintained, and in the face of 
large arrivals, dealers were most anxious at the close to eell at quota- 
tions, which show a fall of $40 on the highest prices paid. Settlements 
had been 300 bales of Hanks, and 25 bales of other sorts, making 
total of 325 bales. Arrivals 1,000 bales, and stocks 1,200 bales. The 
total export from et of July to date was 3,536 bales, against 10,506 
bales for eame period last year. Quotations :—Hanks, best No. 1 and 2, 
183, 5d. to 198. 1d.; good No, 2, 178, 9d. to 18s. 14.3 good all round 
No. 24, 160. 9d. to 17s. 5d. ; medium No. 8, 15s, 9d. to Le. 5d;

Settlements from Ist 
July, 4,850 bales, against 13,701 biles in corresponding period Inst 
season, Silk Worn Eggs: Arrivals about 190,000 cards, Sellers: 
were demanding higher prices than buyers were willing to pay, and 
only a few thousand cards had been quitted at 60c, to 80c, 

SHanaiat—The North China Herald Report says :—Considerable 
excitement amongst natives was the result of a wired advance in Lon- 
don last week, Rumours of a sale of Blue Elephant at 15s. 6. per Ib, 
some ten days sinoe, having been succeeded on the 10th Sept. by quo- 
tations on a basis of 17s, to 17s, 3d. for the same chop, caused the 
Chinamen to believe that a rise was commencing similar to that ex- 
perienced last season. Blu Elephant was sold for the P. and O. mail 
of the 2nd Sept. at Tls, 360 per picul (=16s. 10d. per Ib.,) and has 
since been taken at Tis. 400 8s. Sd.) on foreign account, and Tis. 
4074 (=19s.) for native speculation, with other Tsatlees in proportion, 
Everything is quiet this week ; re-reels to the extent of nesrly 250 
bales were shipped by the American mail a few days since, quotations 
being Tis. 375 to 420 for middling to fair middling silks, and Tis, 490 
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hands at Tis. 300 (14s) to 370 (17s. 34.) for market Kahings, 
and Tis. 240 (11s. 3d.) to 260 (12s. 3d.) for 9 x 12 Moss, 
and about 50 bales of ‘Tsatlees for the Continent (whether pur- 
ehase or consignment seems uncertain) at Tls. 415 (19s. 8d.) 
and 405 (18« 10d.) for Gold Lion chop Nos. 3 and 4, and 
‘Tie. 395 (18s. 5d.) for Mountain chop No. 1. Settlements for ship- 
ment for the fortnight are about 2,500 bales, making total for the 
neason to date 7,500 Lales, against 47,000 bales at the same date last 
year. Country prices have risen in unison with this market, but only 
a fair business seems to have taken place ; we must, however, look for 
comparatively important arrivals within the coming week. Native in- 
terest continues bigh, but holders at present are fairly firm at the quo- 
tations given above. The unsold stock is about 14,500 bales. ‘The 
export figures add up to 6,657 bales, and the outgoing mail has about 
600 bales engaged, thus bringing shipments to date up to 7,300 bules, 
against 42,350 in 1876, 32,470 in 1875, and 38,230 in 1874.

This change is explained by the fact that buyers, having 
supplied their immediate wants during the previous fortnight, preferred 
before again purchasing to see what change in politics the elections 
would bring. Prices were at first firmly held, but arrivals from the 
East becoming freer, holdera of Asiatic sorts were in some cases inclined 
to accept stight concessions to keep their stuck moving. In European 
silk no decline in values can be noted. ‘The future now depends upon 
the settlement of French politics and the importance of orders in silk 
Roods, which are likely to be placed in the course of November.

of a secret system of diplomacy to important questions of trade is 
hardly calculated to ineet with the general approval of the commercial 
classes. ‘The Chefwo Convention wis concluded in September of last 
year, and Sir T, Wade arrived in London on the 4th of January last. 
On Febraary 16th the Under ry promised Mr. Mark Stewart 
that the correspondence relating to the Yunnan expeditiun and the 
Chefoo Couvention should be lid before Parliament in a few days, 
Similar promi+es were repeated by Mr, Bourke in April and May ; and 
yet when, athe close of the Session, the Blue-book, which ought long 
before to have been the aubject of Parliamentary discussion, is at last 
iegued, it is discovered thet the most important passiges in the most 
important document comiained in it are deliberately withheld from 
publeition, No good reasun for these orzissions has been vouchsafed 
by tie Fure‘vn-offive ; and it is unfortunate that the merchants are 
unable to induce Lord Derby to alter his decision not to publish them. 














































































To the above article Sir Thomas Wade has written the following 
reply :— 

SIAR srticle inthe Daily News of this morning adverts to the 
Blue-book containing my later correspondence upon the subject of the 
Yun Nan Expedition and of the agreement signed by me at Chefoo, as 
having been frequently promised in Parliament, long withheld, and 
finally publixved without that portion of my Report which relates to 
the commercial section of the agreement. I feel bound to request 

our attentin to the fact that the promises so frequently repeated in 
Pinliaciont last soeiton pere. baked upon assurances received froma me 
that my Report would be shortly completed, and that the uon-fulfil- 
ment of those promises was due to the delay of my Report, and to no 
other cause. Why the Report was so long forthcoming is explained 
in the Report itself. Had it been sooner submitted to the Secretary 
of S.ate, or had such portions of its matter as it was natural that the 
Governuient of India would require to consider been directly commu- 
nicated by me to the Government of India, further reference to India 
would have been in all provability unnecessary, and the public would 
not have had to wait for the infurmation that has now been tempo- 
rarily kept back from it. I have neither the right nor the desire to 
pnt myself forward as the champion of Her Majesty's Goverument, but 
‘as it appears to me that in your article of to-day you are casting upon 
the Government blame which, if to any one, belongs to me, I shall 
allow myself to observe that, so fur as the publication of my Report 
is concerned, it was imposible, in my opinion, for the Government to 
pursue any course but thai which has been followed. For the delay 
which rendered that course inevitable, and its consequences, no one 
but myself, I think, can be held responsible —[ am, Sir, your obedient 
servant, Thomas Fraxcrs Wane. 

The Rev. Mr. Turner has replied to the above letter as follows :-— 

Sin,—Sir Thomas Wade's letter, published in your columns this 
morning, attempts to shield the Foreign Oftie fro:a your criticisms. 
The attempt seems far from successful. In the Blue-bouk it is stated 
that Sir Thomas Wade's report was handet in on July 14. The Blue. 
book was published about August 14, and then the report only in part. 
For this delay until after Parliament’ dispersed and for this excision, 
the Foreign Office is responsible. Two questions arise out of this pro- 
ceeding—Why was the report not ready beiore July 14? Having got ; 
the report, why was it not printed in full? Sir T. Wade explains bis | 
shure of the delay thus :—" This brings me at length to the cise of : 
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my report, for the long delay of which T must still nsk leave to add a 
word of explanation, When I asked your lurdship's permission to pre- 
pare it, six months ago, I contemplate aothing uure than a despatch of 
ordinary dimensions. I was anxious to avoid resuscitation of details, 
the review of which, as I have said on the first page of this long paper, 
was something more thin disagre-able. I son found that it would 








| be impossible to avoid recurrence to them, and I was eventually com- 


mitted to a reperusal of every paper bearing on the case that has 
een written during the last two years, with some of earlier date. 
The result is a very bulky document, the elaboration of which, 
however, would not have occupied the time over which it has been 
spread had I been in better condition for work. With little of physical 
indixposition to complain of, I have found myself, after the strain of 
the last few years, more or less unfit for mental labour of any kind, 
‘This [ trust, Will be accepted as my excuse buth for the lateness of mx 

report's appe irance and for the imperfections with which its eomposi- 
tion is chargeable.” While according our full sympathy to an eminent 
public servant returning to this country exhausted by arduous nego- 
tiations in an enervating climate, it is plain that we have here only an 
incomplete explanation of the delay. Why was it needful for Sir T. 
Wade to abandon his original design in February, and to spend six 
months in elaborating this painful defence of his policy? Clearly, he 
must have been put upon his defence by somebody ; and unless we 
can imagine him taking all this trouble to refute afew unkind observa- 
tions of the Shanghai newspapers, which have hardly been noticed in 
this country. we cannot avoid the suspicion that his unseen assailant 
was within the Forvign-office itself. In that case, the mental strain is 
accounted for, If between March, 1875, and the 
Forvign-office neglected to furnish the British Minister at Peking with 
sufficient instructions, and then in 1377 the British Minister fads bis 
superiors dissatisfied with the arrangements to which he has committed 
them, one cannot wonder that the preparation of this report should 
have been a task of ditliculty. 

Tn regard to the second question, I doubt whether Sir Thomas Wade's 
assurance that the suppression of a portion of his report was under 
the circumstances inevitable will satisfy the public. The history of 
the negotiations is already before us. The Convention is an accom- 
plished fact. Nothing that this report contains can alter the fact that. 
the Convention is already signed, sealed, and in part executed, Butif 
it is so important that the Indian Government should havo the oppor- 
tunity of expressing an opinion upon it, are not the Chambers of Com- 
merce of this country at least equally interested and equally entitled 
to form and give an opinion? This reference of the Convention to the 
India-ottice opens up a most interesting and important constitutional 
question. When Her Majesty, as Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, 
enters into a contract, is it aot binding until ax Empress of India she 
has reconsidered it ? In that case, in justice to China or any other Power 
with which we have dealings, this fact ought to be inade known before- 
hand, and possibly it may become necessary to have two Ministers in 
Peking—one from this country and one from India—I am, Sir, your 
obedient servant.

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A work which will be of value to those who desire to form 
accurate idexs of the inner springs of Eastern life has been pub- 
lished by the Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge from 
the pen of Mr. T, W. Rhys Davids, under the title of “ Buddhism ; 
a Sketch of the Life aud Teachings of Gautama, the Buddha.” 
The work gives a good description of the general nature of Badd- 
hism ; but, asa reviewer in the Atheneum justly remarks, it is 
impossible to convey to persons who have not visited Buddhist 
countries a clear notion of Buddhism as it exists and affects the 
society among which it flourishes. The real secret lies in the 
imtuensity of the contrast which outward and visible Buddhism 
offers to all the accepted notious and usages of Western civilisa- 
tion. Costly temples falling slowly into disrepair, and altars 
grimy with accumulated dust, practically illustrate the pri 
that devotees ought not to cumber their minds with mundane 
trifles ; and what the traveller sees in a priestly community 
body of men whom the love of money never excites, who inake 
themselves ugly, preferring ugliness to adornment, who hold 
dreamy idleness more worthy than industry, and whose counten- 
ances, when they meet astranger, betray almost. ludicrous 
to appear insensible to curiosity or any other human emot 
We do not, however, see any incongruity (such as the wri 
above noticed hints at) in works such ‘as the present being 
published by the Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge, 
nothing can be of more importance to missionaries and others 
than an accurate acquainiance with the tenets of those whom 
they hope to convert. 
Confucianism in Relation to Christianity. A Paper read before 
the Missionary Conference in Shanghai, on May 1th, 1877. 
By Rev. James Leoge, D.D., L.L.D. Professor of the Chinese 
Language aud Literature, Oxford University. London : 
Triibner and Co. 

In this, the latest printed production of the Oxford Professor’s 
pen we have a brief but comprehensive essay, whieh, #3 the pre- 
‘atory note implies—is calculated to be “most helpful to mis- 
sionaries, and to students of the Confucian teachings generally. 
Other teachers may have spoken and written more profoundly 
ou human nature, may have declaimed more vigorously on the 
social and political relations of society, may have discoursed 
more eloquently on the duties and amenities of life; but it is 
doubtful if any of the great masters of human thought—speak- 
ing of mere men— has exercised such a widespread and far-reach- 
ing influence on his fellow creatures as Contucius. For nearly 
two millenia the greatest nation of the east has bowed in reverence 
before the dicta of the sage, and untold myriads still accept 
with unquestioning docility, the time-honoured teachings of the 
Master, There can be little doubt that China at the present 
day is to a great extent what Confucius has made it ; and con- 
sidering the extent of our relations, religious, commercial, and 
political, with China—it is not to the honour of England that 
our national literature has so little to say about Confucius as a 
man anda teacher; and that hitherto we have had no for- 
mulated account of his accepted doctrines. It is a step in the 
right direction, that one of our universities has established a 
chair of Chinese Literature. Scarcely could a better incumbent 
than the present have been appointed. Forty years given to the 
study of a language is surely sufficient to impart confidence in 
the attainments of a man of a far lower standard of training 
than Dr. Legge ; and when we know that the Confucian Classics 
have been a speciality with him, we may well listen to his voice 
as an authority. ‘The detailed and critical translations of the 
Classics, on which he has for many years been occupied, has 
given him such a mastery of the Confucian system that it would 
imply no small amount ‘of assurance rudely to assail the views 
at which be has conscientiously arrived. 

We hail with satisfaction the appearance of the brochure 
before us, by way of introduction to a more ample essay on 
Confucian ethics, which we sincerely hope the Professor may 
feel prompted to give to the world. Withvut trenching on 
poleaiien the author has given us ina few plain words pro- 

ably as candid and lucid a synopsis of the tenets of the Con- 
fucian school as could well be given in the space ; and—what 
must be considered of the first importance, as it is the main 
‘object of the essay—the peculiar aspect in which we must look 
at it in the light of Christian teaching. 

Confucius came into the world in an era of vigorous thought ; 
and if not a profound philosopher himself, he had those quali- 
fications which enabled him to utter truths destined to super- 
sede and outlive the speculations of far more accomplished 
thinkers. Primeval traditions which had once been the pro- 
perty of the human race, still lingered to sume extent in his 
native laud—and among them the belief in one universal 
Lord God. We perhaps owe it to Confucius that this tenet 
has been preserved; but we owe it also to him that it has 
not been more distinctly enunciated in after ages. It may, how- 
ever, be a question whether we should blame him iu this 
matter ; for he acted up to the light that was given him; and it 
would have been little short of a miracle if he could have 
spoken of the Supreme in such terms as we can under the 

















































brighter rays of Christian revelation. Confucius looked back to 
a timeof clearer light and knowledge when he seems to have 
felt that men were purer in their lives, and less bedimmed in 
their intellects, and he spoke of the ancients as the model he 
ever aspired to attain to. He deplored the depravity of his 
age, but never professed to originate a thought for improving 
the condition of suciety. His aim ever was to transmit un- 
tainted the instruction which had come down to him from the 
ancients, 

The problem of human nature is one which has baffled the 
acutest of intellects—as may he seen by the history of philo- 
sophy in all ages. With characteristic cantion Confucius evaded. 
the question ; but his disciples in later ages keeuly debated the 
subject ; holding theories the most diverse, resulting from 
special and partial views of the phenomena of ‘life, andl issuing 
in long and wearisome logomachies. It would be hazardous to 
say that one or other fully established the point at issue ; but 
the faith of the uation ultimately settled on Mencius, whose 
writings have become incorporated as an integral portion of the 
Confucian ethics, to the exclusion of Seun-taze, Kaow-tsze, Mil 
ze, Yang-tsze, and many others, The view of Mencius is 
pithily embodied in the first line of the Trimetrical Clussic, a 
most popular school-book in universal use, which declares that 
“ Man at his birth is endowed with a virtuous nature.” This 
has now passed into an axiom with the nation, and it must be 
admitted the question is a delicate one for discussion, Dr 
| Legge does not think the dictum of Mencius conflicts with Chris- 
tian teaching ; and it is eminently satisfactory to fiud so able 
a Chinese seholar, and so sound a divine, stating his opinion 
thus unequivoe: . 

As to the ethics of Confucianism, they are in the main un- 
| objectionable: and it is really in many misapplied 
| for missionaries to spend their strength in drawing comparisons 
+ between Christian and Confucian ethics. It is placing Chris- 
tianity ov a low platform. Perfect. as is the moral system taught 
, by our Saviour, we err grievously if we make that the object of 
his advent. His wasa higher mission. He came—not merely 
| as a Teacher, but—to seek and to suve the lost. This Confucius 
| could not do; and by giving the due meed of praise to what is 
commendable there is no fear of our placing him on a level with 
the Saviour of men, We recommend the pamphlet to all, assured 
that it will amply repay perusal, and we cannot refrain frow re- 
trospectively congratulating the Shanghai Conference ; for as 
! suredly the papers read there must be of « first-rate order, if 
| they could afford, in placing them on record, to reject such an 
essay as the one we have been noticing. 



























































The Church Missionary Intelligencer for November continues 
Bishop Burdon’s account of his visitation tour in Fubkieu last 
year. It gives some further interesting particulars of his minis- 
trations in the various villages through which he passed. The 
subjoined account of the manner in which, by the aid of Chris- 
tianity, many have been rescued from vicious indulyence in 
opium concludes the paper :— 

We have succeeded in rescuing a great many from this fearful habit. 
Our plan is a very simple one, and, if faithfully carried out, generally 
proves successful. We tell the poor victim plainly that nothing but 
the power and grace of Jesus can enable him, successfully and perma- 
nently, to break off the habit. We then gradually reduce the amount 
of bis daily consumption ; at the same time we get him to attend 
regularly the various services on Sundajs aud week-days, and con- 
tinually pray with him and for him. At the end of five or six weeks, 
if the man is really anxious to be delivered, he gives up smoking alto- 
gether ; then we give him the ordinary opium medicine pill for another 
week or fortnight. He is then exhorted to pray most earnestly and 
constantly to Jesus for help to keep him from the evil. Very few who 
have been cured in this way have left us altogether. The great ma- 
jority have remained, and many of them hace been, aud still are 
among the best and brightest of our Christians.” 

The Bulletin dela Société de Geographie for September contains 
a paper by Dr. Harmand on his recent travels in Cambodia. He 
states that the difficulties spoken of by M. Garnier are put in a 
somewhatstartling form, and are a little exaguerated. Of the River 
Se-Moun, Dr. Harmand says that he has little to add that is 
new. The Mekong Mission passed over it in December and he 
iu January. The rapids are described as being somewhat diffi- 
cult at the latter period, 

The Westminster Review for October contains a well written 
review of the recently published Auto-Biographical recollections 
of Sir Jehu Bowring. This notice is peculiarly interesting in 
the Quarterly of which Sir John was one of the earliest editors, 
and the article will be perased with pleasure by many China 
residents who remember him as Governor of Hong Kong. 

The November number of Mr. ‘Thomson's “ Street Life in 
Lordon ” contains “November Ettigies (alins Gay Fawkeses)” ; 
“ Hookey Alf of Whitechapel” and “The Crawlers.” The last. 
are some of the most abject of the poor who * bez of bexgars,” 
and the history which is given of them alfordsa startling insight 
into the misery which exists in this great metropolis. 

‘The Friend of China (organ of the Anti-Opium Society) for 
this month contains an elaborate article advocating the ratifica- 
tion of the Chefoo convention. It is evident that the Anti- 
Opiumists see great advantage to their cause in this being done,

THIS MAIL’S NEWS. 

. THERE is very little news of a purely Chinese character 
by the present mail Affairs at Peking seem to be going 
onwith the quiet which has for some time past characterised 
them ; and at the other ports, beyond further somewhat 
alarming news with reference to famine and locusts, there 
is little of general interest. At Tientsin, however, grave 
apprehensions are again entertained. The weather con- 
tinued very dry, and in ordinary years the time for rain 
in quantities to wet the ground to a depth sufficient for 
planting was past. Hence the Chinese were feeling 
great anxiety in regard to the wheat for next year, which 
could not be sown in the condition the ground was in. 
From different directions, and for a distance of 200 or 
more miles, the report was that, with a few exceptions of 
small tracts a few li in extent, the small millet crop was 
almost nil, while the large millet would yield only three or 
fourth tenths of an ordinary crop. The general verdict 
was, indeed, that the suffering would be much greater this 
year than last. A heavy thunderstorm had visited New 
chwang, and a meteor struck the house of the Harbour- 
master, doing much damage, but fortunately not injuring 
anyone. It is reported that the British Consulate will be 
withdrawn from Ichang during the winter, as it is useless to 
keep an establishment therewhen the walers of the Yangtsze 
are low; but a Consular officer will be sent there inthe spring. 
From Shanghai the most interesting news is that one of 
the native papers speaks strongly against the closing of the 
‘Woosung Railway. Some difficulty has arisen with the 
Municipal Council with reference to the site of the Margary 
memorial. Itis reported that some hitch has occurred 
with reference to the Chinese loan. The prejudice which 
has existed for some time against Chefoo seems to have 
passed away, and a number of residents were about to 
take their departure thither to be present at the races. 

At Hong Kong the Legislative Council met on the 17th 
September, when the subjects of prison discipline and 
flogging were brought betore their notice by H.E. the 
Governor, who laid before them the correspondence which 
is noticed editorially further on. He spoke in defence of 
his policy for the space of an hour. From the manner in 
which the subject is treated in the local papers there seems 
to be something under the surface whieh does not appear 
officially. The old grievance of the squeezes levied on the 
trade of the colony at the Barriers at the Lyeemoon and 
Capsingmoon passes has revived. Robberies are reported 
to be seriously on the increase. 

By the mail from Japan via San Francisco details are 
brought concerning the termination of the rebellion, which 
confirm the telegrams which we have already published. 
On the 24th September an assault was made, and was 
entirely successful, the rebel positions being all taken, their 

rincipal leaders—including Saigo, Murata and Kirino— 
Killed and theremainder made prisoners of war. The news 
of Saigo’s death is said to have cast a gloom over Japan. 
Some anxiety had been caused by the appearance of cholera 
in Yokohama, but up tothe date of the mail’s departure only 
one foreign resident had suffered. It is satisfactory to note 
that, notwithstanding the troubles from which Japan has 
suffered, the crop of rice has been so good that there have 
been not only large exports to Europe, but also a consider- 
able amount to the South of China. 

From the Straits we have advices that meetings of the 
Legislative Council had been held, and the estimates for 
1878 produced by the Government. Atthe opening of 1877 
the balance of revenue was over $400,000, but against this 
the debts of the native states amount to over $500,000. 
The debentures authorised to be issued in London have 
not yet appeared. No settlement as to the Government 
of the Moar State had been announced. The accounts 
from Atchin are favourable to the Dutch forces, but there 
is no indication of the termination of the miserable struggle. 














CHINESE CRIMINALS IN HONG KONG. 

THE correspondence which has been laid before the 
Legislative Council of Hong Kong with reference to the 
subject of flogging, which recently attracted so much at- 
tention, places the matter in a very different light to that 
in which it appeared at the time in Hong Kong, and in 
which in consequence it came before the public here. It 
seemed that the new Governor, Mr. HENNESSY, had, en- 
tirely of his own motion and from mere preconceived 
opinions of his own, decided to abolish what very well- 
informed persons regarded as a punishment necessary for 
the security of the Colony; and upon this assumption the 
matter was—as would have been justifiable had the idea 
been well founded—commented upon with no little 
severity. It now, however, appears that the subject forced 
itself upon the notice of the Governor in s manner such: 
that it was impossible to ignore it. Under instructions 
from the Secretary of State to inquire into the jail dis- 
cipline of the Colony, Mr. HENNESSY took steps to as- 
certain the nature and effect of the flogging inflicted, and 
it was reported by the Colonial Surgeon that it was of so 
severe a character as at times to inflict permanent injury 
upon the criminals, and that even where this was not the case 
it caused prolonged and agonising suffering, such as no hu- 
mane government could upon any pretext desire to inflict. 
Under the circumstances, the Governor was no doubt justi- 
fied in hesitating to continue such a system. The report 
of the Colonial Surgeon was clear and emphatic as to the 
injurious and cruel nature of the punishment, and it hap- 
pened that on visiting the jail, Mr. Hennessy had striking 
ocular demonstration of its effects. Whether upon the 
whole H.E. acted wisely in refusing to carry out in any 
form a sentence which had been passed by the Supreme 
Court is a matter open to question, as it might have beem 
possible to have saved the point by inflicting the punish- 
ment which had been awarded ina modified form. But that 
there were strong grounds for exceptional action cannot be 
doubted, though there seems reason to believe that Dr.. 
Ayres, the Colonial Surgeon, generalised too much in giving 
his opinion that flogging Chinese on the back was productive 
of permanent injury in all cases. In this view the Chief 
Justice,Sir JoHN SMALE, a gentleman noted for his humane- 
ness, and Mr. Justice SNOWDEN, whose opinion is equally 
entitled to respect, agree; and few will doubt that the former 
is right in concluding that in a Colony such as Hong Kong 
flogging is practically useful—indeed, we should say, abso- 
lutely necessary. The report of the Colonial Surgeon was, 
however, enough to cause the Governor to feel that he 
could not hesitate in the matter; but we certainly attach 
much weight to Sir Jonn SMALE’s argument, that it was 
“morally impossible that two Colonial Surgeons, both 
“humane and medically skilful, could have failed to have 
“ noticed such a result—congestion of the lungs, as stated 
“by Dr. Ayres—if it had been universal as Dr. AYRES. 
« states it to be.” This opinion was expressed to the 
Governor by the Chief Justice on the 26th July, and 
on the 30th the Acting Colonial Secretary, under in- 
structions from Mr. HENNESsy, addresses a despatch 
to him, stating that “pending further consideration 
“the Governor cannot allow any flogging to. take place 
“except in the mode sanctioned by the Colonial Surgeon: 
“and within the precincts of the jail.” This mode ot 
dealing with the subject seems somewhat arbitrary, and. 
hardly respectful to the Judge or to the law. That the 
regulation of such a matter was, under the circumstances, 
within the power of the Governor, will be admitted; but 
still, while adhering, as he was justified in doing, firmly to- 
the principle of not permitting any punishment to be in- 
flicted in a way that he regarded as wrong and cruel, it- 
would have been possible to maintain this ground without 
putting himself above the law, as he clearly does in 
altering the place where the flogging is to be adminis- 
tered. It would have been quite sufficient to have said 
that after Dr. AYRES’s report it was deemed necessary 
that flogging should be carried out with special precau- 
tions. It is not with the Governor to allow or disallow 
flogging in public, if the law orders it, though he was 
called upon to see that when it took place it should 
not be inflicted in a way to be cruel or permanently 
injurious. This was the obvious middle course to adopt, 
and it is to be regretted Mr. HENNESY did not see the 
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wisdom of following it. The above is, in point of fact, the 
simple issue which has still to be decided, and this seems 
to have become clear to his Excellency on calmer reflec- 
tion, as in his despatch to the Colonial-office he refrains 
from proposing an abolition of the punishment, and con- 
fines himself to suggesting an a!teratior in some of its details, 
With regard to the question of abolishing night-passes, 
we are glad to be able to exonerate H.E., Mr. HENNESSY, 
from the adverse criticism which was passed upon him. 
We are able to state on authority that the subject was 
dealt with in a despatch to Lord CARNARVON which reached 
Downing-street_ about the ‘middle of July, in which the 
Governor reported that the general system of night passes 
in Hong Kong for the Chinese was a police regulation which 
had worked well, and which he saw no necessity for dis- 
turbing. 


THE CHEFOO CONVENTION. 

We publish elsewhere a short article which has appeared 
on the subject of the Chefoo Convention in the Daily News, 
and also the reply which it has elicited from Sir THostas 
Wave. With the remarks in the article we need not say we 
entirely agree, as we have more than once called attention 
to the delay in the ratification of the Convention and to 
the unaccountable withholding of a portion of Sir Tomas 
Waves memorandum. With regard, however, to Sir 
Tuomas Wapg's letter, it hardly mends matters very much, 
either as respects the Government or himself. The former 
ought to have explained, if Sir THomas should not have 
understood it without explanation, that what was wanted 
‘was a succinct summary of the Convention, and a concise 
history of the negotiations, and not a lengthened disquisi- 
tion upon both, making obscurity still more obscure. As 
we stated at the time of its appearance, Sir THomas 
Waper’s memorandum was a useless expenditure of 
thought and labour; and, while admiring his chivalry 
in taking the blame of the delay upon himself, we can 
scarcely think that his letter very greatly improves his 
own position, or that of the Government. The fact of the 
unreasonable delay remains, and so far as any explanation 
of it is given at all, it would appear that it was really 
needless, and that a very little more management would 
have enabled the Home Government to obtain the views 
of that of India before instead of after the conclusion of 
the negotiations with the Chinese. 

A memorial, which has been drawn up by those in fa- 
vour of the adoption of the Treaty, and which has 
been signed by a number of persons who take a philan- 
thropic and general interest in China, will, it is under- 
stood, be shortly presented, by a deputation, to the Govern- 
ment ; and, on the other hand, we learn that the London 
Committee of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce are 
taking steps to bring the views of that body on the more 
practical and commercial aspect of the subject to the cog- 
nisance of the Government, before final action is taken in 
the matter. The Rev. F. S. Turner, Secretary to the 
Anti-Opium Society, has addressed _a letter to the Daily 
News, in reply to the note of Sir THomas WaDE, which 
we publish elsewhere, and urging that the Convention is 
already “signed, sealed, and in part executed,” and should, 
therefore, be ratified. 


THE SUPREME COURT OF HONG KONG. 

THE new Order in Council, which appeared in the 
Gazette of the 26th Oct., will, doubtless, prove of value in 
connection with offences and disputes which may be com- 
mitted or may arise in the vicinity of Hong Kong. Its 
effect is to extend the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court 
there over all crimes and offences committed by British 
subjects, and over all disputes and differences which may 
arise between British subjects on land within ten miles of 
- Hong Kong, in place of, as hitherto, only over offences 
within six miles, and not on the mainland of China. Its 
main design is with regard to criminal matters, and we 
believe it has been passed in consequence of an occurrence 
ashort time back. A few British soldiers from the bar- 
racks at Hong Kong went across to the Kowloong side of 
the harbour (that is, on to the mainland), and after pro- 
ceeding beyond the British boundary there committed some 
offence, and being brought before the Supreme Court they 
were discharged for want of jurisdiction. Hence it was 
thought desirable to provide against a repetition of such a 





state of things. Jurisdiction in such cases hitherto has 
vested in the Supreme Court of China and Japan, and has 
been exercised in the first instance by the Provincial Court 
under H.M. Consul atCanton. At present it will be possible 
to bring the offender or defendant before the Supreme 
Court at Hong Kong, which will secure without delay the 
best legal talent nearest to the place where the offence is 
committed or the cause of action arises. It is noticeable 
that the Order does not apply to disputes arising between 
Chinese and British subjects, but it is to be presumed that 
any Chinese plaintiff bringing a case in the Supreme Court, 
Hong Kong, when more convenient to do s0, would be 
allowed a locus standi on giving the necessary security for 
costs, The omission is probably made on account of the 
Consuls or Quasi-Consular Courts being those alone which 
are recognised by the Treaty with China; but the differ- 
ence is purely technical, and could be got over by a local 
Ordinance in Hong Kong, or even bya special Rule of Court; 
but of course it would be always optional with the China- 
man whether he would avail himself of the Supreme Court, 
Hong Kong, or the nearest Provincial Court under the 
Supreme Court for China and Japan, at Shanghai. As, 
however, the jurisdiction of the latter tribunal is not cur- 
tailed, but is made concurrent with the new jurisdiction 
now conferred on the Hong Kong Court, a Chinese plain- 
tiffs rights as already existing are not in any way dimin- 
ished ; while he has the option, where more convenient, of 
selecting the Court at Hong Kong. In its bearing upon 
criminal cases the new Order will doubless prove of value 
in the case of fugitives from Hong Kong, and in cases 
arising in its neighbourhood, in regard to which it might be 
difficult to get the evidence to Canton. 


CHINA AND SIAM. 

Uwper the above heading The Times announced, on the 
authority of “the American papers,” that a war is possible 
between Siam and China’ “For twenty years past Siam 
“has refused to send messengers to China with tribute and 
“acknowledgment of submission to the latter country. 
“China now demands a settlement.” There are many 
considerations which render the rumour altogether impro- 
bable, and it is surprising that The Times should have 
made it public without taking some steps to test its accu- 
racy. There are very large numbers of Chinese spread all 
over Siam ; the Siamese look upon them with great respect, 
because of theirsuperiorindustry, enterprise,and intelligence. 
The trade of Siam is to avery great extent in Chinese 
hands; and even allowing for the value of the rice exported 
from Siam to Chinese ports, considerable sums of money 
must annually pass from Siam to China, Most of the foreign 
goods in use among the Siamese, as, for example, silk wear- 
ing apparel, &c., have for generations back been supplied from. 
manufacturers in China ; in fact, China has very complete 
control over the Siamese market. Now the Government 
at Peking at least knows its own interests, and the facts 
we have mentioned furnish very clear grounds for main- 
taining friendly relations, China having a large pecuniary 
interest in her trade with Siam. If China really claimed 
that Siam was a tributary State she would maintain 
official agents at the Siamese Court, just as she jealously 
maintains such agents in Korea and Thibet, which coun- 
tries are really her tributaries. There are no such Chinese 
officials at Bangkok, nor was there even a Representative 
sent from Peking to attend the coronation some years ago. 
It is, however, true that in former times an Embassy from 


| Siam was despatched occasionally with presents to the 


Court of China, The object of this was to maintain friendly 
relations between the two countries, for the nobles in Siam, 
who have always exported their rice to the Celestial Em- 
pire, were thus able to carry on their trade without the 
hostility of the local authorities, of which Europeans to this 
day complain. The Siamese are large ship-owners, and 
their ships can enter Chinese ports, from which our vessels. 
are excluded, and this because of the amicable relations 
which have always subsisted between Siam and China. 
The Embassy to Peking was always popular among the 
Siamese, for the nobles who were despatched on it with 
presents from the Siamese Government to the Emperor of 
CHINA were conveyed from Canton in great state, free of 
expense, and were able to enrich themselves by the presents 
made to them, and in other ways. No such Embassy has 
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been despatched for many years, and this because on the 
last_occasion--we believe it was during the Taiping re- 
bellion,—the ambassadors on their return journey were 
plundered or in some way maltreated, owing to the dis- 
turbed state of the country. 

There are other good reasons why China could not—for 
so insignificant a matter as a few presents—undertake a 
war against Siam. The cost and risk to so unwieldy a 
Power of invading Siam from the sea-board would be 
enormous, for the Siamese have a navy, and the Chinese 
would be operating at a great distance from their 
own base. Again, if China were to attempt a descent on 
Siam by land from the north, setting aside the difficulties 
which the mountains and jungles of Further Laos present 
—we believe that there is no part of the Siamese dominions 
which touches the Chinese frontier: Birmah and Cochin 
China close that in on every side, and if a Chinese army 
deliberately prepared to march through Cochin China or 
Birmah we should like to know what France and England 
would have to say on the subject. The Ministers of France 
or England would never consent, for how could the Powers 
approve a war of this sort about a mere trumpery formality, 
which would in many ways disturb the trade and progress 
of our friend the King of Stam? In saying this we must re- 
mind our readers that not only does the British Government 
amaintain very close and influential treaty relations with the 
King of Brramau, but the French have paramount influence 
over the Court at Tonquin, and also, in the year 1870 or 
thereabouts, concluded a Treaty with the Monarch of 
BrrMau, in the nature of an offensive and defensive alliance. 
Hence we do not see how a Chinese army is to get down 
into Siam without the assent of Franceand England. We 
lately saw the strenuous and successtul efforts made by Sir 
Tuomas WaDE to quickly close up the hostilities on the 
Formosa question, where Japan had a real grievance to 
allege, and where the difficulties of stopping the war by 
mere friendly intervention were really considerable. Surely, 
then, England would at once adopt a very decisive attitude 
in a case where there is no genuine ground for a quarrel, 
and where our own facilities for checking the outbreak are 
as ready to our hands as they would be effectual. 


- JAPAN AND THE KOREA. 

A STATEMENT—which we give in extenso under Tele- 
grams — appears in the New York papers with refer- 
ence to the Korea, to the effect that England has made a 
‘demand upon Japan to share the advantages she enjoys 
from her recent treaty with that country. It is evident 
that the statement is founded upon some misapprehension, 
as such a demand as that indicated would have to be made 
upon the Korea and not upon Japan. Some foundation 
for the statement may, however, probably be found in 
the fact that the subject of opening up trade with 
the Korea has, as was to be presumed would be the 
case, occupied the attention of Sir HARRY PARKES, as 
will be seen by a despatch which appears in the last Blue- 
book issued, and which is noticed in the present number 
of this Paper. Sir Harry, writing under date of the 8th 
May this year, reports to the Foreign-office that the trade 
‘was improving, the barriers being removed and a better 
feeling springing up between the Koreans and the Japanese. 
With this knowledge in his possession it was scarcely likely 
‘@ man of Sir HARRY PARKES'’S energy and address would 
mot make some attempt to obtain from the Korean Govern- 
ment the same privileges for Great Britain which they 
have accorded to Japan. 


We bave already announced that Sir BRooKE ROBERTSON, 
.B.,has been selected to succeed Sir WALTER MEDHURST at 
Shanghai, with the rank of Consul General. While we are 
glad to find that the claims which Sir Brooke has to this 
promotion, in consequence of his long service, have not been 
overlooked, we cannot but regret that he should be removed 
from Canton, the requirements of which post he so fully 
understands. It may also be doubted whether it is quite 
wise to select for a newly-made office a gentleman to whom 
arduous work will probably prove trying; and on the 
other hand the position of Consul at Canton is one where, 
though the work is not hard, an official of tried experience 
is required, so that it was eminently suited to Sir BROOKE. 





——— 
We trust that the Government may not fall into the 
error of imagining that on account of the falling off of 
trade a junior officer may be sufficient for Canton. On 
account of its being the nearest Consular port to Hong 
Kong, it has an importance of its own, and it should con- 
sequently be always placed in the hands of a tried and re- 
liable officer. We believe that leave of absence has been 
granted to Sir BROOKE, and that he will not assume his 
duties at Shanghai for some time. 

WE understand that Sir T. Dovcias Forsyr# has been 
appointed to the vacant seat in the Council of India. Sir 
D. Forsytu entered the Bengal Civil Service in 1848, and 
soon distinguished himself as a revenue officer in the 
North-West Provinces and the Punjab. His most recent 
services were prominently connected with the mission to 
the Amir of Yarkand, and with an Embassy to the King 
of Burman after the murder of Mr. Marcary. The last 
office which Sir DouGLas held in India -before his return 
on furlough was that of a Cornmissioner in Oudh. 





Weare glad to notice from the China papers that the re- 
port which has been made by H.M. gunboat Curlew with 
reference to the execution of the provisions of the recent 
treaty concerning Sulu is satisfactory. The Government 
have shown commendable care in taking steps to ascertain 
this fact, and from the peculiar nature of the matter it may 
perhaps be desirable, for some little time at least, to con- 
tinue this vigilance. 


THE TRADE OF JAPAN. ~ 

We have received the volume of the Reports on Trade for the 
year 1876, issued by Her Majesty’s Consuls in Japan. The 
majority of these reports have appeared in the Japan papers at 
the time they were issued, and have already been noticed in 
these columns ‘The present batch of papers is one of much 
value, and the sketch wap showing the products of the districts 
around Niigata which accompanies Mr. Troup’s report on that 
port is especially interesting. Mr. Annesley’s report on the 
trade of Hiogo and Osaka is most carefully and elaborately 
drawn up, and gives a great amount of information of an en- 
tirely new character, not the least curious among which are his 
remarks with reference to the manufacture of bird-lime, which 
it seems is used in Japan, not only for snaring birds, but 
animals even as large as monkeys. Mr. Russell Robertson’s 
report on the trade of Kanagawa is also very exhaustive and 
elaborate. 

The most important portion of the Blue-book under notice is, 
however, probably the remarks made by Sir Harry Parkes in a 
despateh’ to Lord’ Derby, dated April 2nd this year, in which he 
refers to the trading relations receutly established between Japan 
and Korea, He says :— 

Tho trade between Japan and Korea under the new Treaty may be 
said to have commenced in November last, and I now beg to inclose 
two returns, one giving full particulare of the goods imported into 
Korea from Japan, and the other detailing the goods exported from 
Korea during the months of November and December. 

‘The total value of the imports into Korea for the two months amount 
to 37,832 yen (or dollars), and the exports from Korea to 32,049 yen, 
Of the merchaudise veut from Japan to Korea one-half consists of foreign 
manufactures, such a8 calicoes, shirtings, lustrings, &., while rice and 
wheat form the priveipal products furnished by Japan herself. The 
exports from Korea consist chiefly of ox-hides, Korean cotton cloth, 
which is in request among the Japanese, gold ore, ginseng, and other 
trifles. 

‘The development of this incipient trade seems to have been to some 
extent obstructed by the famine with which Korea, like the north of 
China, is at present afflicted, I inclose a description, furnished by a 
Japanese, of the dreadful distress occasioned by this calamity, as wit- 
nessed at the port of Fusan. 

Talso add a translation of another Japanese letter, describing a visit 
to the city of Torai, which is near to Fasan. It shows that the Koreans 
are disposed to treat their foreign visitors with radeness, even when 
these are Japanese ; but the writer naively remarks that the “ scurri- 
lous language” of which he complains “is in no degree different to 
that used (by Japanese) when foreigners first came to our land,” 

Writing under date of May 8, Sir Harry Parkes says on the 
same subject -— . 

With reference to my deapatch of the 2nd ult, relative to the trade 
of Japan with Korea, I have now the honour to forward a translation 
of a Japanese letter, giving a favourable description of the state of 
affairs at Fuann, where that trade is carried on. According to this 
account, the barriers to intercourse between the Japanese and Koreans 
are being gradually removed, an iunproved fecling is springing up, and 
trade is more prosperous than it has yet been.“ The goods,"” says the 
writer, “brought from Japan, of whatever kind, meet with a good 
market, the commodity of first importance being rice; next to that 
comes long-cloth, and then listings,” the two lntter being of British 
manufacture. Gold and silver specio is allowed to be exported in ex- 
change for rice, which is at present go much needed. 
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LAUNCH OF A YACHT FOR THE KING OF SIAM. 

On the 27th ult. there was launched from the yard of Messrs. 
Day, Summers, & Co.,at Southampton, a yacht for his Majesty the 
King of Siam. On leaving the ways she was named the Vesatri,* 
by Mr. D. K. Mason, Consul in London for Siam, The Vesatri, 
which has been built under the supervision of Mr. Phillips, 
Lioyd’s agent at Southampton, by Messrs. Day, Summers and 
Co., is an iron vessel of 275 tons, “Her length over all is 14ft., 
breadth 22 ft., and drawing 11ft. of water aft and sft. forward. 
She ie built with a flying angle figure and semi-elliptic stern, and 
is fore and aft schooner rigged.” She has double bulkheads to 
the engine and boiler room, and the space filled with charcoal 
to keep the heat of the wachinery from the cabins. The saloons 
for his Majesty's use are very handsome, being of decorated po- 
lished woods, and the whole of the fittings of Elkington’s best 
electro plate. The awning stanchions and top-gallant rail are 
also electro plate. The ensines of the Vesatri are 45 h.p. no- 
minal, on the compound principle, with cylinders 17 and 32 
inches diameter and 1s inches stroke. The indicated horse power 
will probably be about 250. The steam power is only auxiliary, 
as the vessel has a hoisting propeller and full sail power. It 
would seem that this class of yacht is to be the yacht of the 
future, as by means of the hoisting propeller it enables the owner 
to use sail or steam at will. 

After inspecting the workshops, &c., the company sat down 
to a luncheon, Mr. Mason occupying the head of the table, Mr. 
Summers, of the firm, the vice-chair, and among others pre- 
sent were Mr. J. G. Caswell (late H. B. M. Consul at Saigon, 
French Cochin China), Dr. Lempriere, Lientenant-Colonel 
Lacy, Messrs. Charles and Arthur Day, members of the firm, 
and Messrs, H. M. Dunphy, H. Williams, Thompson, &c. The 
Chairman proposed the health of “The King of Siam,” and suc- 
cess to his Majesty’s new yacht, a toast which was heartily 
received by all present. Mr. Summers gave the health of the 
Consul of Siam, and hoped they would be favoured by Mr. 
Maxon’s company at their works On many occasions such as the 
present. On behalf of the firm he would say regarding the 
yacht that they had spared neither expense nor trouble to pro- 
cure the best materials and workmanship, and confidently ex- 
pressed the opinion that she would be unequalled for her dimen- 
sions, Mr. Mason was a gentleman of great experience in these 
matters, inasmuch as a large number of orders had -d through 
his hands, and they highly appreciated the compliments he had 
been pleased to pay them on the result of their work. The 
Chairman replied, and in turn gave the health of the builders, 
and hoped they might have many such successful launches as 
they had just witnessed. Mr. Arthur Day replied, saying he 
hoped the next order they received from his Majesty the King 
of Siam would be for a yacht of a thousand tons—for when he 
saw the yacht they were now building, and which he hoped 
would meet his wishes in every respect, he would consider that 
he must have a larger one.

TEA v. OPIUM.

Sir,—I have read with much interest your remarks with 
reference to the increase in the consumption of Indian Tea, and it 
has occurred to me to inquire whether the Indian Government 
would not at once consult the interests of morality and those of 
its revenue by encouraging the growth of tea instead of that of 
opium. All teas from China pay a heavy export duty to the 
Government of that country. Could not an export duty be 
placed on Indian tens, which would yield a revenue to the 
Government without interfering with the consumption; and, 
further, might it not be possible for the Government to subsidise 
tea-cultivation in such a way that its production would be 
reduced sufficiently in cost to enable a revenue which, unlike that 
from opium, would be thoroughly reliable, to be derived from it?

SHAKY TEA-CHESTS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—In the interests of shipowners connected with the China 
trade may we be allowed to point out through you to the mer- 
chants in China a matter which deserves serious attention ? For 
the last few years we have noticed that the insutticient strength 
of tea-packages has been gradually becoming a most serious 
question, and scarcely a ship now arrives in port which delivers 
her cargo in what could be called as good order and well-condi- 
tioned. The root of the evil is not far to seek. Chests increase 
in size yearly without an equivalent increase in stability ; and, 
instead of being nailed, the wood, which is of the thinnest de- 
scription, is simply fastened by paltry clasps and canes, samples 
of which we enclose for your inspection. 

We have lately watched the lauding of cargoes from Hankow 
and Shanghai, and could not but notice that in apite of the 
most earefal handling these clasps broke off, while in many in-

stances they had apparently given way in the loading. And 
this is not the end of the matter; for the tea merchants turn 
round on the shipowner and say, becanse you have not delivered 
your cargo in like good oriler and condition as you received it, 
you must bear the expense of repair. Anything more unjust 
could not be; for, as you are aware, these packages reach the 
ship in China showily covered with paper, and presenting such 
a fair appearance that no captain could refuse them, because of 
their condition, without practically withdrawing his ship from 
the berth. But sooner or later shipowners will have to take a 
stand, for it is no small matter to repair thousands of packages. 
At present chests contain 110 to 115 lbs. each, and we feel 
confident that no merchant who has seen the packages will 
deny that they are quite insufficient for such a weight, and that 
the matter requires attention.—Y our obedient servants, 
Jameson, GRIEVE AND Co. 

P.S,—It has always been customary for the importer to incur 
acertain expense on the repair of tea-chesta when landed, but 
even this they are now trying to avoid, and throwing all on the 
shipowner.

THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—I fully endorse the view which you set forth in your re- 
cent article concerning the Consular Service in China and Japan. 
It decidedly requires some better organisation than it has at 
present ;and I am sure that much of the ili-health from which 
those in it suffer and many other evils and inconveniencies at- 
taching to it, result in a great measure from a want of know- 
ledge on the part of the Government here of the special require- 
ments of a Service in the East. If would take too long to enter 
upon all the points that might with advantage be noticed ; but 
I may allude to one element which must have struck all who 
like myself have had opportunity of becoming personally ac- 
quainted with the workings of the various consulates. I allude 
to the very unequal incidence of the work to be performed. In 
some cases we find the Consul overworked and his subordinates 
amusing themeelves ; in others, just the reverse, the Consul con- 
stantly away and his deputy performing all the duties. The 
only rule as to work which I have ever seen in force in China 
is the well-known one about the willing horse ; and I have cer- 
tainly often regretted to observe how little thanks and how 
little credit those who have borne the burden in the heat of the 
day nave often reaped. A man like Sir Harry Parkes, who 
performed more consular and judicial work in a day when last 
in Shanghai than most officials do in a week, was noticed 
and promoted because he was already well-known ; but the 
industry, talent and conscientiousness of subordinate members 
are too often destined to blush unseen till, worn out with hard 
labour and disappointment, “poor ao and a0” dies ; his friends 
say, “ Who would have thought it?” and some well-connected 
junior is promote ‘0 the vacant post to undo the good that has 
resulted from the patient toil of years. It is useless to expect 
that people will be promoted strictly by merit in a large public 
service, or indeed, perhaps, anywhere ; but much is in the 
power of the Minister in China, who should make it his business 
as Superintendent of Trade to visit the Consulates from time to 
time ; ascertain something as to how they are being condueted 
endeavour as far as is possible to parcel ont the work evenly, 
and—last, but not least or easiest—recommend for promotion 
those who deserve it.—Yours faithfully, Otp CatHay.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hasavra, Oct. 81. 

‘The evonts on the theatre of war during the last week have excited 
a great degree of interest in Germany, public fecling being lessin favour 
of the Russians, for whom sympathy ia fading away as the war is pro- 
longed. Everyone had hoped to see the campaign quickly finished 
and peace restored ; but this hope has not been realised, and the only 
desire now entertained is that both adversaries will soon come to that 
point of exhaustion which will render them inclined for mediation, 

At Munich, the capital of Bavaria, the aged Bishop of Muenchon- 
Freisingen, Gregor von Scherr, died on the 24th inst. His loss, 
will be felt far beyond the boundaries of Bavaria, as he belonged to 
that «mall number of Catholic clergymen in Germany who have kept 
themselves free from the agitation caused by the immense pretensions 
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of the Romen Catholic Church during the list quarter of a century, 
without at the same time coming into decided opposition to the Pope 
and his new doctrines. 

‘The negotiations between Austro-Hungary and Germany for the 
renewal of a commercial treaty are now at an end, and have bad no 
result at all, the German Plenipotentiaries having already returned to 
Berlin ; neither is there any chance of the existing treaty being pro- 
longed for a year. No one knows, therefore, what is to be the end of 
the affair. 

The Ironclad Squadron, under the comniand of Rear-Admiral Batsch, 
has returned to Wilhelmshafen. The s11adron consisted of the frigates 
Kaiser (flagship), Deutschland, Friedrich Carl and Preussen, and has 
visited all the chief ports in the Mediterranean. The voyage home 
was commenced at the beginning of the present month, the vessels 
leaving Malia on the 4th inst., and all went on well until the Bay of 
Biscay was reached, when a fearful galo set in, which obliged the 
Deutschland to lay-to, as her steam-steering apparatus failed. The 
Minister of Marine, Admiral yon Stosch, met the squadron at Plymouth, 
and arrived at Wilbelmshafen in the Kaiser. When the squadron was 
off Lisbon a frigate was seen coming down under full sail before the 
wind, and, notwithstanding that she passed close to the squadron, 
did not show her colours. Upon this Admiral Batsch went down full 
speed upon her. When coming close the French flag was hoisted, and 
the usual salute to the admiral was given. Courtesy at sea appears 
not to be much cultivated by the French, 

The public debt of the Kingiom of Prussia, according to official 
report, is at present as follows (wade up for March 31, next year) : 
Total m.1,097, 79.23, which require m.48 978.55 of interest, 
and m.17,472,617.71 for amortisation, In the above sum is included 
m.600,938,341.8 railroad debts, which i fully covered by the value of 
the existing railways, and m.93,107,143.16 for those provinces of Prussia 
which have been annexed since 1566. The above sums certainly are 
not large in comparison to those of other countries, but it must he re- 
membered that Prussia is neither avery large nor a wealthy kingdom, 
and is not possessed of valuable transatlantic possessions and colonies, 
such as England or France. 

A summary report upon the erain harvest on the Continent for the 
present year gives the following proportions, the cipher 100 repre- 
senting an average harvest : Prussia, wheat 95, rye 99, barley 84, oats 
83; Mecklenberg resp., 100, 100, 80, and 75; Baden resp., 85, 95, 85 
and 100 ; Wurtemberg resp., 95, 105, 75 and 90; Bavaria resp., 105, 
96, 75 and 99; Saxony resp., 105, 100, 90 and 90; France resp. 70, 
70,80 and 105; Austro-Hungary resp., 112, 105, 100, 102; South 
Russia resp., 125, 85, 80 and 100; Middle Russia resp., 115, 80, 75 and 
75; North Russia resp., 100,100, 75 and 75; Russian Poland resp., 
87, 92—, and 100 ; Roumania resp., 100, 100, 100 and — ; Switzer- 
land resp., 100, 50, 50 and 50; Sweden and Norway resp., 100, 100 
80 and 95; Denmark resp., 110, 100, 75 aud 70; Italy resp., 98, 95, 
100 and 90; Bessarvbia resp, 115, 105, 100 ; Belgium resp., 90, 95, 90 
and 100 ; Netherlands resp., 100, 190, 90 and 100, In the eastern, 
south-eastern, and central countries of Europe the quality is mostly 
excellent, while the western and north-western countries have only 

fielded grain of inferior value. It appears from the above that the

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Axsterpam, Ocr. 81. 

The Ministerial crisis is still unsolved. Weeks have elapsed, and 
Mr. Kappeyne Van de Coppello, the leader of the Liberal party, bas not 
succeeded in finding colleagues, I need not add that this causes much 
surprise. The general opinion is that the attack on the late Cabinet was 
somewhat over hasty, inasmuch that their successors were not ready to 
accept the reins of Government. Some papers demonstrate that the 
new Premier experiences an embarras du choiz, but I do'nt think that 
this can be the case. It is euid that Mr. Van de Putte is seriously ill, and 
is consequently unable to accept the portfolio of the Colonial Depart- 
ment. And where can another be found, if Mr. Alting Mees declines 
to remain in office? The Foreign Department is, it is reported, going 
begging. It is thus evident that the task of constructing a Liberal 
Cabinet will be a very difficult one, The grande utilités are wanting = 
financial man, who knows how to keep balance between receipta and 
expenditure ; a Minister for the Colonial Department who will be able 
to arrange the disordered condition of affairs in Java ; and a Minister 
of War, who can bring forward a satisfactory scheme for the comple- 
tion of our means of defence. Such cap-a-pie men must be found 
before the Liberal Ministry can commence the business of Government 
with any chance of success. 

‘There is a schism in our Protestant Church. Two clergymen of the 
Liberal party have resigned, because they cannot agree with the last 
decisions of the Synod. About one hundred members of the Church 
have decided to form a free religious community. 

‘At Rotterdam a meeting has been held of those interested in the 
coffee trade, ‘The present system of conducting sales was generally 
condemned, and it was demonstrated that weekly auctions ought to be 
introduced. 

The King is still residing at his newly-bought seat “ Welgelegen,” in 
the neighbourhood of Ryawyk. It seems that he will not agaia visit 
“het Loo.” Nothing further has transpired about his marriage with 
Malle d’Ambre, who, however, now rosides openly with the King. 
re Prince of Orange, who has for somo time resided in Wurtemberg, 
has returned to Paris. 

Moat distressing news has been received from Cumgao, A storm has. 
done enormous damage, and a fund is being collected in order to give 
assistance to the sufferers. 

On the Bourse affairs have looked very dull, and scarcely any busi- 
ness has been done. Some demand has prevailed for shares of the 
Dutch India Trading Bank, and those of the Trading Company. The 
shares of the Java Company have also’met with a good inquiry, and the 
quotations are improving. Money is somewhat dearer, 34 per cent. 
having been paid, at which price, Bowever, any sum is obtainable. 

Mr. G. Schlegel bas inangurated his professorship at the Leyden 
University with a speech, in which he demonstrated the advautages of 
a study of the Chinese language. 

On the 27th of November the anniversary of the birthday, three 
hundred years ago, of Admiral Piet Heim will be commemorated at 
Delftshaven, where his statue has been erected. 

It is with much regret that I have to record the death of Mr. J. 
W. H. Werlemann, who was one of the three founders of our beautiful 
Zoological Gardens. He died at the age of seventy years, 

Mr, H. Goeman Borgesius, editor of the Liberal paper Het Vader 
land, has been elected a member of the Second Chamber.

The stagnant condition of the China rates of exchange is 
significant, While in India exchange has risen in response to the 
increased value of silver here, it has not affected rates in China.

rations in tea and silk has, it appears, been largely in excess 
of requirements, This is partly owing to the very reduced scale 
of silk shipments; consequently the banks are keenly competing 
for the merchants’ bills, which has kept the rates down, not- 
withstanding the rise in silver, ‘The result will of course be un- 
profitable to banking operations during the current half-year.

1d. per 
Jb. a month ago have been sold at 9d. to 10d., at which price 
teas which in astrong liquor would be characterised as “a little 
on Pekoe flavour” are offering in quant! at the above rate. 
‘This state of the market results, no doubt, in some degree, from 
greai disappointment at the continued large shipments from 
China, the figures being 128,000,000 Ibs, against. 132,000,000 Iba, 
whereas the general idea was that we should by now be some 
10,000,000 to 15,000,000 Iba. short, with the prospect of an ultimate 
deticieucy for the season of at least 20,000,000. Some such falling 
off is required to bring the import trade out of the chaos so long 
existing, mainly through over production in China of inferior 
tea, combined with the large supplies from India—which latter 
element appears to be quite ignored in China, 

, For the week ended the 27th ult. the total quantity of tea de- 
livered from the bonded warehouses in London was 3,997,993 lbs., 
or an increase of about 1} per cent. as compared with the pre- 
ceding week. Of the total deliveries 2,399,636 lbs, was for home 
consumption, 762,758ibs, was exported, 700,602 lbs, was re- 
moved coastwise, 131,475 lbs. was sent coastwise for exportation, 
and 3,502 ba. was for ship’s stores. In the amount received as 
duty there was a decrease of £30, the respective totals being 
£59,991 and £60,021. 

Mesars. Jamieson, Grieve and Co. address us a letter upon the 
defective manner in which China tea is packed. The matter un- 
doubtedly deserves attention, and we trust some remedy for the 
evil may be found. It might naturally be said that it rests with 
the ship-masters to be careful not to receive defective packages ; 
but it is justly pointed out that on account of the chests being 
covered with paper it is impossible on their receipt to discover 
which are good and which bad. 

During the present week there has been a reaction from the rise 
in Silk which has been recorded for the past fortnight. The market 

s in consequence been dull, and but little has been doing. 
Prices, so far as a quotation can be given, may be taken as over 
1s. lower than a fortnight ago. There has not, however, been 
any special cause to influence the market, and the dulness ap- 
pears only to be one of those reactions which generally follow 
any special activity. In such circumstances there are, as is at 
present the case, usually some who are anxious to get quit of stock 
and who lower the quoted rates accordingly. 

_in the Produce Markets the unfavourable influence exer 
cised by the depressed condition of trade generally still exists, 
Coffee has been dealt in during the week to ouly a very small 














extent, public sales having been suspended for four days ; prices 
are steady at the recent decline. Sugar has been in limited 
demand at a further slight fall in value.

The New York Shipping and Commercial List has the follow- 
ing on gambling operations in produce :— 

The practice of gambling in produce has grown up here and in some 
of the other large centres of trade to alarming proportions. It is in 
every way pernicious, and merits the severest condemnation. Every 
now and then there is a “corner” in some commodity, the law of 
supply and demand is for atime set aside, and the ordinary course of 
trade is interrupted, in order that one combination of sharp operators 
may overreach and get the better of another. This iscommonly termed 
speculation, but it cannot be regarded as legitimate, The actual pur- 
chase of any commodity which whe seller undertakes to deliver ata 
certain price at sume future day is perfectly legitimate, provided the 
transection is carried out in good faith, but a large proportion of such 
sales are merely simulated, and are in reality a wager as to what the 
market price of a certain article will be some time in the future. It is 
not easy to estimate the growing dimensions of this fictitious or illegiti- 
mate trade, and impossivle to distinguish the few genuine contracts from 
the multitude of mere gambling operations. The injurious influence 
of such transactions among efeculators, both upon regular dealers 
in good faith and upon producers and handlers, is one of wide 
extent. But there seems to be no remedy—at least, none which 
legislation can supply — unless it be to put produce gambling in 
the same category with “policy,” “faro,” aud other games of chance 
This would probably prove unwise, und become an impediment in- 
stead of a help to legitimate business, There is a surer remedy than 
any law of prevention by logislative enactment. It is for honest men 
to do their business only through legitimate channels and responsible 
partics. This illegitimate species of speculation may be said to be an 
outgrowth of the war and inflation period, which turned a good many 
heads, It was, at first, frowned upon by prominent ousiness-men, 
but in time the great. majority of leading operators have been drawa 
i i Speculations in stocks have become so well under- 
dy knows the difference between buying as an in- 
vextment and? buying on a margin, The same thing bids fair to become 
true of grain also, the sharpers having made this species of speculation 
almost as coumon a8 atock gambling. ‘The relations between the le- 
gitimate dealers and the gamblers in the produce markets ought to 
become as well understood as they are in Wall-street, and the remedy 
be found in giving the speculative firms their true business position.

IRON FLOATING DOCK FOR BATAVIA. 

The Dutch Government being now engaged in very extensive opera- 
tione in forming a harbour near Batavia found it necessary to find a 
moana for docking the dredging vessels, hopper-barges, and other craft 
employed on the works, The kind of dock to be constructed was an 
important consideration, as the choice appeared to lie between sending 
materials out to Java, for re-erection there at great expense and loss. 
of time, or in navigating the complete dock to its destination in the 
same manner as was done at great expense by the British Government 
when they sent a floating dock to Bermuda some years ago. ‘The dock 
now constructed was designed by Messrs. C. Mitchell and Co., of New- 
castle-on-Tyne, to meet the difficulty. It consists of a number of 
parte, almost complete in themselves, which can be readily shipped im 
an ordinary vessel, and which can be connected together by means of 
few bolts only, thereby forming the complete dock. ‘The system also 
embraces the important condition that every part is available for ex- 
mination, printing, fc. an in cao any one of the cylinders (which. 
form the’ dock platform) be damaged, it can immediately be de- 
tached and repaired. The dock in question has been entirely com~ 
pleted on the stocks in Messrs, C. Mitchell and Co.'s building yard, has 
been launched with all its machinery in place, and tested in the fullest, 
manner by docking vessels; and its practicability and success in all 
respects having been established, it will now be taken to pieces and 
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shipped on board a steamer to Java, where one intelligent engineer, 
with the aid only of a few assistants, will be able to-erect it; and it 
is also insportant to bserve that this operation can be carried out 
afloat, so that no establishment is required for its re-erection, and the 
necessity of again launching it is entirely obviated, As this is the 
firat dock of its kind ever constructed, a short description of it may be 
interesting. The entire structure is composed of a large number of 
‘wrought iron cylinders placed horizontally, forming the plitform on 
which vessels are to be carried, and similar cylinders, placed ver- 
tically, forming the side walls necessary to give the required 
stability to the platform when being sunk in deep water to 
receive a vessel. The cylinders forming the platform are about 6 
feet in diameter, and those of the sides are 5 feet in diameter. The 
cylinders are water tight, and each is connected to its neighbour by 
bolts and nuts. The nature of the union is such that great longitudinal 
strength is obtained ; and by the introduction of internal lattice work 
in the cylinders the entire dock forms an immense wrought iron 
girder. On the upper surface of the platform cylinders two massive 
Keelsons are built, in suitable position to receive the dredgers and 
other special vessels on the harbour works. The machinery for filling 
and emptying the dock of water is composed of two steam engines, 
boilers, and pumps placed on the top of vertical cylinders, one set being 
placed on each side. The dock is sunk by simply admitting water into 
the horizontal cylinders, when the whole fubric sinks to a fixed 
maximum depth, leaving’a few feet only of the side walls above water, 
and the buoyancy and sinking power are so distributed that it is im- 
possible entirely to sink the dock even if the whole of the valves were 
inadvertently left open. When the vessel which is to be docked has 
been floated into position, the water is expelled from the cylinders and 
the dock gradually rises to the surface, bringing the docked vessel com- 
pletely out of the water, when it can at once be examined or repaired. 
‘The official trial of the dock took place on the Tyne last week, in the 
presence of Mr. J. de Hoog, representing the Dutch Government. 








GENERAL SHIPPING NEWS. 

Tae Usion Sreamsuir Comrayy's Firet.—The Union Steamship 
‘Company (Limited) have just added another vessel to their fleet en- 
gaged in the conveyance of mails to the Cape of Good Hope, Natal, and 
Zanzibar. The vessel in question is the Durban, built by Mr. Jauses 
Laing, of Sunderland, and engined by Messrs. Hawthorn and Co., of 
Noweustle. The leading dimensions of the Durban are :—Length, 360 
fect ; breadth, 38 feet; depth, 31 feet; with a nominal horse-power of 
550.’ The Durban is expected to attain a high rate of speed, und this 
anticipation bas been verified in the result of her trials at Sunderland, 
when she attained a mean speed of 14# knots. The Durban will be 
despatched from Southampton with the outward Cape of Good Hope 
anails of the 22nd inst. 


Ciype SHrPRUILDING.—The returns of the Clyde shipbuilding trade 
for the month of October show that a considerable amount of work 
has been completed, and that the amount of tonnage put into the 
water is in excess of the previous month, and nearly equal to the corre- 
sponding period last year. This atate of matters is mainly owing to 
the resumption of work by the shipwrights. In the upper district, 
sixteen vessels representing an aggregate tonnage of 11,154 tons were 
Taunched during the month ; while in the lower district three vessels 
‘of an aggregate tonnage of 3,564 tons were put into the water. 


Ravin Passage ACROSS THE ATLANTIC.—One of the quickest. passages 
ever made by a sailing ship has just been accomplished by the Kutie 
Mellick, of St. John, timber Inden, and carrying a deck-load. ‘The run 
is worthy of notice for the fine qualities of the vessel, as well as the 
skill of her commander, Captain William Fraser.

Maritime Law.—The captain of a French vessel has been prosecuted 
at Dundalk for baving, in order to punish one of his crew, of whose 
desertion he was apprehensive, chained him to a post for five days. 
His defence was justification by French maritime law. Captain Keogh, 
one of the magistrates before whom the case was beard, said every 
captain of a foreign ship in a British port was responsible to British 
law, but concurred with the other magistrates in dismissing the case, 
on the ground that the captain had acted in misconception of the law. 


Accioent 10 THE SteaMER CeLenes—The steamer Celebes, from 
Batavia and Naples, with mails and a general cargo, bound to Amster- 
dam, put into Gibraltar on the 18th ult, with damage to boilers, the 
furnace top-plates of one of the boilers on the starboard and one on the 
port side having collapsed. The necessary repairs would, it was expected, 
detain her until the end of the month. The mails from Java were 
forwarded on to England by the P. and 0, Company's steamer Pesha- 
wur, on their way to Holland.

The Kwangtung is the ninth vessel which 
has been built by Messrs. Hall, Russell, and Co., for Messrs, Douglas, 
Lapraik,fand Co. Mra. Russell performed the christening ceremony 
as the vessel took the water, and she was towed to the shear poles for 
the purpose of receiving the muchinery. After the launch a few 
friends adjourned to the office, where the usnal toasts were given.
